T HOUGH the following Letter, from the Nabob of Arcot 
to the Court of Directors, contains a full ftate of the griev- 
ances of that much-injured Prince, with refpett to Tanjore, it 
was thought neceffary to take a more extenfive view of the fub- 
jedt, for the information of fuch as are not completely acquainted 
with the affairs of the Eaft. A State of Facts is, accordingly, 
annexed to the letter, explaining, from incontrovertible authori- 
ties, the undoubted right of the Nabob to the exclufive poffeffion 
of the province of Tanjore. Several Original Papers tranfmitted 
to Europe by himfelf, are printed in an Appendix. Such 
other fadts as are contained in the State, are authenticated by 
references at the bottom of the pages. 

As the Nabob of Arcot is beft known, in this country, by his 
original name, Mahommed Ali Chan, that name is retained on the 
title-page. According to the cuftom of the Eaft, he has been dig- 
nified with very high titles by the Mogul Emperor, Shah 
Allum, who, by a Firman, dated in the year 1765, not only 
rendered him independent of the Nizam, or Viceroy of 
the Decan, but even of the crown of Delhi. The moft remark- 
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able of his titles are the following : Nabob (V allah-Jah, Emir-ul- 
Hind, Omhddt-ul-Muluch, Suraja-ul-DonvIa, Jtvwar-ul-dien 
Chan, Mun/our Jung, Sepa Salldr , Soubadar of the Car- 
natic. 


LETTER 



LETTER from his Highnefs Mahommed Ali 
Cawn, Soubadar of the Carnatic. 


To the Honourable the Court of Directors for Affairs of the United 
Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eajl Indies. 

HONOURABLE GENTLEMEN, 

I Was happy in the receipt of your letter of the 12th April, de- 
livered tome by Lord bigot ; I acknowledged the receipt thereof 
by my letter of the 14th December laft, forwarded by hisLordlhip 
in the Salilbury Indiaman ; but deferring my anfwer to the next 
opportunity, I now trouble you, my friends, with that anfwer, 
explaining in fome meafure my fituation. You write me, That 
when you obferved that your fervants refufed to liften to the fup- 
plications of the Rajah, when he was folicitous to be reftored to 
my favour through their mediation, that indeed you exprefs your- 
felves at a lofs to conceive what motives could induce them to 
decline the office of mediator between me and the Rajah, at a 
time when their friendly interpofition might have prevented the 
horrors of war ; and more efpecially, as they were compelled by 
folemn ftipulation to guarantee the Treaty of 1762. That as 
Lord Pigot was perfectly acquainted with your fentiments refpedt- 
ing the proceedings of your fervants, and inftrudted by you to re- 
ftore good government, and introduce a regular fyflem for the 
management of your affairs in general, you would not at this time 
trouble me with further remarks thereon. That you are con- 
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vinced, that all poflible attention will be given by bis Lordfhip 
and Council to my intereft and the Company’s, and confequently 
to the welfare of the Carnatic ; and that you reft fatisfied, that I 
will cordially unite with your fervants, and readily concur in 
every meafure which lhall be adopted towards the completion of 
thcfe juft and honourable purpofes. 

Lord Pigot fent me in writing an extratt of the order you gave 
him relative to Tanjore. 

From the commencement of my conne&ion with the Company, 
my bufmcfs has been traofaSed with the Governor and Council ; 
and I have regarded their words and writing as yours, and they 
have correfponded with me under the Company’s feal ; and they 
have written to me in their letter of the 24th May 1775, that 
they are reprefentatives of the nation. 

Though your two late Governors and Council, by your pofitive 
orders, gave me their afiiftance fully in regard to Tanjore for fe- 
veral years paft, yet your prefent Governor has brought a frefh 
order lately from you, entirely contrary to the former ones. This 
perplexes me ; how am I to depend on the afltaances of your re- 
prefentatives f I am the firft friend to the Engli/h nation and the 
Company, and I have fpent the beft part of my days in their 
friendfhip. In all times of profperity and adverfity, and in the 
battles with the Company’s enemies, I have been joined with the 
Englifh nation, and I did ngt hefitate in offering my life and for- 
tune, and in facrificing my tons and friends, in their fervice*; and 
I have always ufed my beft endeavours to add to the honour, pro- 
lperity, and advantage of the Company. I hold the friendfhip of 
the Company in fuch efteem, and place my dependence fo ftrongly 
on it, that I never think any thing too dear or too good for the 
fupport of it. During my long attachment to the Company, our 
interests have been fo clofely united, that what prejudiced the one 
muft prejudice the other. ^11 the power by which the former 
Subahdars of the Carnatic punifhed their enemies, Jemadars, Po- 
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lygars, and the rebellious inhabitants and difturbers, and reduced 
them to obedience, is fupplied to me by the friendship and aflift- 
ance of the Company and the Englifh nation; for they have 
firmly promifed to affift me in preferving tranquillity in my coun- 
try, and to regard my enemies as their own. I entirely depend 
upon this, and am therefore entitled to explain it to you, who arc 
my afliftants and friendly prote&ors, as well as any matters 
which are prejudicial to my government, honour, and the tran- 
quillity of my country ; therefore I hope you will, through your 
juftice and candour, take fuch meafures as may Secure my honour, 
and reftrain my enemies, for I am your friend and invariable 
well-wifher, and I regard your friendfhip and favour as the trea- 
sure of my life. — You, Gentlemen, are good judges of bufinefs in 
your part of the world, but you cannot have So thorough an ac- 
quaintance with matters here as I have ; therefore it is neceflary 
for me to give you my opinion of the meafures which appear moft 
proper to be purfued for the peace and tranquillity of the Car- 
natic, and to reprefs our mutual enemies, which I know to be 
your wifh. In my letter of the 17th July 1762, I wrote to your 
Governor and Council a ftate of affairs, from the time that the 
anceftors of Tuljagee rebellioufly pofTcffed themfelves of the Tan- 
jore country. A copy of that letter I incloSe for your perufal. 
During the Subahdarry of Zulphukar Cawn Subahdar of the Car- 
natic, Tuljagee’s anceftors have given him an obligation in writ- 
ing for the payment of thirty lack of rupees yearly, and for 
remaining under his command as his Servants, the country was 
again put under their management. During the Subahdarry of 
Davourd Cawn and Satullah Cawn, they preServed their obedi- 
ence, and bcfides Such tribute as was demanded of them, they gave 
frequent prefents and large Sums of money. During the .Subah- 
darry of Aly Doaft Cawn, the Zemindars of Tritchinopoiy and 
Tanjore became a little difobedient, and he Sent his Son Subter 
Aly Cawn to reduce them, pofTefted himfelf of their countries, 
and appointed Mcer Afud ulla Cawn his deputy in the Tanjore 
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province, and Shaik Lutfullah Cawn to the command of the fort* 
and allowed a fmall penfion to Pretaub Sing, the father of Tul- 
jagee. As Aly Doaft Cawn and Subter Aly Cawn were flain, 
Shaik Lutfullah delivered up the pofleflion of the fort to Pretaub 
iSing, whereby the Tanjore country remained no longer in the 
management of the Subahdar of the Carnatic. In fome time 
after, the deceafed Nizam ul Mulk marched from the Decan at the 
head of a large army, and fent a detachment under the command 
of Coja Abdullah Cawn to take Tanjore ; but the Vaqueels of Pre- 
taub Sing met him, and agreed to pay a tribute of fifty lack of rupees. 
My deceafed father, during his Subahdarry, -was often under the 
neceffityofpunifhinghim, and heobligedhim topayfums of money, 
and took into his pofleflion Combeconcern, and other countries, 
and appointed his fervant Meer Murtaza Cawn Hamildar there. 
All this I have faithfully related to you, whereby you will un- 
derfland the manner in which the anceftors of Tuljagee got an 
eftabliflunent in Tanjore, and the dependence in which they pof- 
fefled it, under the Subahdars of the Carnatic. When 1 became 
Subahdar of the Carnatic, Pretaub Sing was obedient to me, and 
under my command, and his troops were employed in my fer- 
vice. Seeing that the gentlemen of the Company, and the Eng- 
lifh nation, are my firm friends and afliftants, I thought that my 
taking tribute from the Zemindar of Tanjore would have been 
greater than that of former Subahdars ; but during the war of 
the French and others, he feized the opportunities of freeing him- 
felf from the payment of any tribute, and enjoyed himfelf at his 
eafe. Seeing that my country was deftroyed, and the expence of 
fijpporting the war with the French and others fell upon me, he 
fhould have contributed his fhare, as he had done in the time of 
former Subahdars. After the redu&ion of Pondicherry, the tribute 
was fettled in the year 1762; but I had it not in my power to. 
oblige him to pay the extraordinary aids, as former Subahdars 
had done. I was of opinion that this arrangement would have 
prevented Pretaub Sing from promoting difturbances, and would 
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have determined him in obedience to me; but contrary to this, hff 
applied to lfouf Cawn to aflift him in dcftroying the tranquillity of 
the Carnatic, and when I rout' Cawn became a rebel, he aflifted him* 
by fending him troops, with a number of Frenchmen who were in 
his fervice, and by giving him advice, and every other encourage- 
ment. After Madura was taken, and IfouffCawn killed, Pretaub 
Sing’s letters to him came into my hands, of which I informed 
your Governor and Council, in my letter of the 50th October 
1764, a copy of which I inclofe. for your perufal. 

After the death of Pretaub Sing, Tuljageeofhis own accord became 
his fuccefior, and contrary to the rules and cuftoms of this country, 
he neglected afking my permifiion to the fucceflion, nordidhe doho- 
mage to me as was his duty. The gentlemen of the Company 
know very well, that when any Zemindar in Bengal and Bahar,or in 
Chicacole, Rajahmundry, and other countries, dies, his fon cannot 
fucceed him without the Company’s permifiion. Upon this fub- 
jed, I beg leave to recal to the memory of my friends, the in- 
ftance of the Rajah of Banaras, a more powerful Zemindar than 
Tuljagee is on me ; on the death of the late Bulwanfing, his fon 
Chieflfing did not enjoy the Zemindary, till he had obtained the 
confirmation of it from Sujah ul Dowlah, for which he paid a large 
fum of money to that Nabob, and agreed to increafe his annual 
tribute to him. Of all this you have been informed by the letters 
of your fervants. Sujah ul Dowlah was not like me or my fa- 
ther, the antient friend of the Company, but an enemy who had 
been a few years before in arms againft them. Therefore, according 
to thecuftomof this country, of which I have given an example, Tul- 
jagee was not entitled to the fucceflion without my confirmation, nor 
yet to the protedion of the guarantee, which was only for his father. 

When Hyder Aly Cawn invaded the Carnatic, the Governor and 
Council and I repeatedly wrote to Tuljagee to fend his troops to join 
ours, but he paid not the leaft attention. A copy of oneof the Gover- 
nor’s letters is inclofed. He {hewed no honor to Mr. Ardley, Second 
in Council at Fort St. George, and Sied Muchdoom Aly Cawn, who 
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were jointly deputed to him to require his afliftance; and in the be- 
ginning of the war with Hyder, he fent only a few of his troops to 
join Cblonei Wood ; and though the Colonel repeatedly wrote to him 
to fend money for the fupport of his troops, he did not fend any ; 
therefore the Colonel was obliged to fupply them out of his own 
pocket, and when he had no more money to fupply them with, they 
left him. Tuljagee yet owes the money that the Colonel advanced 
to his troops. Befides all this, he fent his Vacqueel to Hyder, and 
formed a connexion with him, and gave him great afliftance, by 
fending him money, elephants, horfes, drefles, jewels, provifions, 
&c. which enabled him to ravage the Carnatic at his pleafure. 
He advanced even near Fort St. George, and concluded a treaty 
with authority. I have inclofed you copies of Tuljagee’s letters 
to Hyder Aly Cawn, in regard to fending him money and other 
fupplies, and Hyder’s anfwers, advifing him not to pay tribute to 
me, and offering to fupport him. 

After Hyder’s war was at an end in this country, Tulja- 
gee depending on his afliftance, refufed to pay the tribute, and 
gave no attention to your reprefentatives letters, and mine on 
that fubjedt; but contrary to all rules of fubmiflion, marched 
his army againft the Marwar, and other countries who are 
my tributaries, and dependent upon Tritchinopoly, and though 
the Governor and Council and I forbid him this proceed- 
ing, he was too proud and haughty to mind us, but took 
forcibly from thofe countries their money, jewels, and ele- 
phants, and then returned to Tanjore: although the Governor and 
Council and I wrote to him to reftone the things taken from the 
Marwar countries, and to,fubmit to me, and pay my tribute; it 
had no eftedt, but he prepared for war. Governor Dupre, who 
went to Pretaub Sing at Tanjore, in the year 1762, to fettle the 
guarantee, was, in his government, fenflbleof that had conduct of 
the Rajah ; and according to the advice of Mr. Haftings (who was 
at that time Second in Council at Fort St. George), and in whom 
you now place your confidence, and have appointed Governor 
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General to all your fettlements in Hindoftan ; and other Coun- 
fellors, who were alfo fenfible of his bad conduct, and of my rights, 
thought proper to aflift me in punching him, and for that pur- 
pofe, employed the Company’s troops, under the command of 
General Smith, in the year 1771, according to your orders, con- 
tained in your letter of the 17th March 1769, to Governor Du- 
pre. The paragraph is word for word as follows : “ It appears 
moft unreafonable to us, that the Rajah of Tanjore fhould hold 
pofleflion of the moft fruitful part of the country, which can alone 
fupply our armies with fubfiftence, and not contribute to the de- 
fence of the Carnatic. We obferve the Nabob makes very earneft 
reprefentations to you on this fubjed in his letter, entered in the 
book of Country Correfpondence, wherein he takes notice, that 
the Zemindars of the Carnatic have been fupported, and their 
country preferved to them, by the operations of our forces em- 
ployed in this caufe ; and that nothing was more notorious, than 
that three former princes of the Carnatic had received from the 
Tanjore Rajah, 70, 8a, nay even 100 lacks of rupees at a time; 
that to the preceding Nizam, he had paid a contribution of fifty 
lacks, and the prefent, if he had met with fuccefs againft our 
army, would not have been content with lefs than a crore of 
rupees from this Rajah. Kow juft then does it appear that 
he ftiould be made’ to pay fome part of the expence of thefe 
meafures, to which he owes his fecurity, and the peace of this 
country ? We therefore enjoin you to give the Nabob fuch fupport 
in his pretenfion6 on the Rajah of Tanjore as may be effe&ual ; 
and if the Rajah refufes to contribute a juft proportion to the ex- 
pence of the war, you are then to purfue fuch meafures as the Nabob 
may think confiftent with the juf ice and dignity of his government ” 

Before the troops marched from *Madrafs or from Tritchi- 
nopoly, we fent admonitions to Tuljagee, recommending it to 
him, to fubmit to me and difcharge the tribute; but he was 
too proud to attend to them, and fent harfh and difrefpe&ful an- 
fwers, and treated difrefpettfully Sied Muchdoom Aly Cawn my 
x ambaffador* 
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ambaffador, and ordered him out of his prefence ; and before 
General Smith, and my fon Omdaht-ul-Omrah Bahawder 
inarched from Tritchinopoly, he took the field with his troops, and 
prepared for battle, and oppofed our army at the diftance of three 
or four cofs from Tanjore, and feveral times cut off their provi- 
fions. After the defeat of thele troops, and the fiege of the fort 
was carrying on, where many of the Company’s troops and mine 
were killed, Tuljagee repented, and fent meflages offering to dif- 
charge the tribute due, and to pay it in future, as was cuftomary 
to former Subahdars, as alfo the expence of our army on the ex- 
pedition. He likewife made over fome diftri&s belonging to his 
eountry till thefe films fhould be difcharged. It was my intention 
only to take tribute from him, and that he fhould fubmit to me, 
that my country might enjoy tranquillity ; and after he had en- 
tered into a folemn engagement in writing to that effedt, I fent 
orders to the army to raife the fiege. 

On the 17th Rajiel 1185, Hegira, or 26thOdlober 1771, peace was 
concluded, and the Company’s troops and mine returned to Tritchi- 
nopoly. Tuljagee foon broke his agreement, and prevailed on Tri- 
anuckrow, aMarattachief (who was at that time with forty thoufand 
horfe in Hyder-Aly Cawn’s country), by offering him large fums 
of money, to aflift him with twenty thoufand horfe. Trimuckrow 
accordingly croffed theGauts on the 25th Showall 1185, Hegira, or 
3d December 1771, and his troops plundered my country, as far as 
Callefpauk, which is but fourteen cofs from Arcot. I perfuadedTri- 
muckrow to retire, having fent Sied AffumCawn Bahawder myam- 
baffador to him, with large fums of money, jewels, elephants, &c. 

• When Tuljagee found he had nothing further to expedfc 
from Trimuckrow, he J^nt Pandafum to Poonah to raife 
troops for him, and to bring him affi fiance from the Maha- 
rattas. My. agent wrote me, from thence* that Pandarum 
had. entertained, ten * thoufand horfe, and that the managers at 
Poonah had engaged to furnifh ten thoufand more for hire, and 
that the twenty thoufand were preparing, to march into the Car- 
natic, 



natic, to deftroy it; Mr. Thomas Mpftyn, who was then refidenr 
at Poona from the government of Bombay, wrote this account 
to the Governor and Council of Fort St George. Tuljagee alfo 
applied for affiftance to Hyder-Aly Cawn, and without either my 
knowledge, or that of your reprefentatives, fold fome diftrids of 
his country to the Dutch, on condition that they would affift him; 
and agreed to make over to them the Subah of Manaurgoody, for 
the payment of fuch troops as they ftiould furnilh him with. 
This will appear from the letter of the Governor General at 
Batavia to me, of the 26th July 1771. Tuljagee mortgaged to the 
Danes fome other diftri&s, and fold to the French others near Cara- 
coil, with a view of obtaining their affiftance. He fent a Refident to 
Pondichery, and Jthewed great favour to the Governor of that place. 

His view; in foliciting all this affiftance, and in aflembling 
troops, was to get poffeffion of the whole Carnatic, and 
to raife fuch difturbances as my friends and I would find very 
difficult to fupprefs. All thefe proceedings, and your letter • 
of the 17th March 1769, determined the Governor and 
Council of. Fort St. George, in order to preferve the tranquillity 
of the Carnatic, and the rights of my Government, to give 
me affiftance in taking the fort and country of Tanjore from. 
Tuljagee. He, in hopes of fuccours from our enemies, for the 
Dutch had then landed a thoufand Europeans, and three thoufand. 
Malays and Sepoys at Negapafam, delayed acknowledging obe- 
dience to me, or entering into a negociation with General Smith,, 
and Ameer-ul Omrah Behawder, my fecond fon, till the day of 
the ftorm. We at laft carried the fort, by which the interior dif— 
turbances of the Carnatic, mentioned by you in your letter of 
the 4th March 1767, are at an end; this you would • teem, 
much to wiftr for. Tuljagee has ever fince lived in his palace in 
proper honour and dignity, and all his*.* family are continued 
with him as formerly, and there is no alteration in his or his fa- 
mily** : table. All his friends^ Mootafaddips, Bramins, Facqueers,. 
Pagodas, Choultries , &c* sure kept up as during his Government..

From thisreprpfentation, every cijcumfiance ofwhich . is founded 
upon truth, my bell friends will fee, that there was the greatpfl: 
neceffity for reducing the power of Tuljagee, and that what has 
, tee^i done, has been done with juftiee»; and fbr the gd6d of the 
CJoinpany, ^nd the' 'Carnatic. / ,J .. ' 

Ft is five years fince Governor Du Pre gave pofitive orders to 
take the fort of Tanjore, and employed the Company’s troops for 
that purpofe ; and it Is near three years that Tanjore has been 
taken, as has been known to the -Company .at home ; but they 
have been filent on that £ubje&. i 

I have paid large furas of money to the Europeans of other 
nations, which they demanded from Tuljagee for the releafcof 
. fome diftritts v which he had fold to them, as I have already re- 
lated; befides, I paid copfiderable fums of money, which he 
owed to individuals and to his army, as alfo the expence of the 
Company’s army and mine ; and I have prevented the Marattas 
from coming into this country, by buying them off with a large 

• fum of money. I have borrowed confiderable fums from Englilh 
•gentlemen, who lent thepu to promote ibp Rapture pf Tanjore; 
-I. lave befides. borrowed, from the people of the country large 
4 firms of money, which I expended in improving it, in repairing 

the water-courfes, the mounds, and the fortifications, which laft 
was done by Major Stephens a Company’s engineer. I have 
made great advances to the inhabitants towards buying bullocks 
; and feed grain; and I have borrowed paddy feed fromthe.coun- 

• try people, &c. and given it to the. inhabitants, which, has <made 

the Tanjore country flourilh more than in Tuljagee’s time. I 
havfc consented to paying three additional battalions of Seapoys, 
.cqtnf.tho rcyepuef pf .the Tanjcre .country only. I have paid 
.oottfidefthierfrige^rooney . tp rj ibc fMi 

tigvre*. an4, : .Other ; expences , for provifions, &c,,and.for the Ze- 
mindazt andCollerie#» who came to ipyafliftance in great num- 
•,4fers. It would be very tedious to write all the expences attending 
: thefe 
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thefe two expeditions. The money due to thofe who lent it to pro- 
mote the capture of Tanjore country, depending upon my honour, 
lies upon me, and my money depends on the revenues of that country.. 

It is well known to every one, that Tanjbre has belonged to 
the Carnatic Pawyen Ghaut from the beginning, and that I' 
am, by the blefling of God, lawful owner of that country; 
It was only by the favour and afliftance of you, Gentlemen* 
that I' got pofleflion of my rights, and I am thankful to you day 
and' night. This bufmefs was carried into execution purfuant 
to your orders, and the approbation of your reprefentatives, and 
the minifters of the King of Great Britain, which was in fadt 
the approbation of the whole nation. „ At the end of five years* 
you, Gentlemen, have given orders- to Lord Pigot, that I fhould 
return the fort and country of Tanjore to Tuljagee. This has 
given me great affll&ion, and I am convinced that had you re- 
ceived a full account of this affair, and a juft reprefentation of my 
right from the Governor and Council, you would not have given 
fuch orders to your fervants. Though Lord Pigot has brought 
your order fo great a diftance, mentioning, that if any civil or 
military fervant fhould obftrud the execution of this order, or 
refufe to give his afliftance in it, his Lordfhip fhould difmifs fuch 
perfon your fervice; yet people to whole integrity and jufticethe 
whole world can bear witnefs, fay, that right is on my fide, and 
even his Lordfhip in negociating this bufinefs feems fenfible of my 
right, but fays he has got pofitive orders in his hands, and cannot 
avoid obeying them. His Lordfhip alfo fays, that you were af- 
Tured that Tuljagee was in the fort of Tritchinopoly, and had 
therefore given him orders, that he fhould on his arrival appoint 
a guard for the fecurity of his perfon. Talked' his Lordfhip what 
account he had received here, and he told me, that he had heard 
that Tuljagee was at Tanjore. I then defired his Lordfhip to 
obferve. From tHiS and marly other matters, how differen tly circum- 
ftances appeared here and in England. His Lordfhip agreed to 
this obfemtion i Had ydii, Gentlemen, given orders to his Lord- 
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ft ip to betide according to juftice* after he had thoroughly rnform- 
•ed hitnfelf of the true ftate of affairs, things would not have 
been carried on as they are at prefent 

From the firft eftablifhment of the Carnatic, Tanjore has 
•been dependent upon it, and the Zemindar of that place has 
been always fubjed to the Subahdar of the Carnatic. Per- 
ceiving the enmity of Tuljagee, I took pofleffion of my 
right at a great expence, r and through the favour of my 
friends. This right my friends now mention in their order, to be 
but four lack of rupees yearly, and they have determined to re- 
inftate the enemy of the Carnatic, and re-eftablifh the govern- 
ment of Tanjore, under firm conditions which tend to the advan- 
tage of the Company. Is it juft or right, that they ihould intend 
to make conditions, and gain advantage from my fubjeft in his 
prefent weak ftate ? If the Company have their own advantage 
in view, they fhould exped it from their old friends. It would 
anfwer their intereft, and eftablifh their reputation with the whole 
world, as they would not infringe the rights of their friends, and 
might, notwithftanding, attend to their own advantage. I am 
aftonifhed that you fhould wifh to put this order in execution, for 
it will not only deftroy my rights, but be hurtful to the honour 
and interefts of me, and my family, as alfoto the honour, juftice, 
and interefts of the Company, and the Englifh nation, and will be 
prejudicial to the tranquillity of the Carnatic for ever. 

HisMajefty, theKingof GreatBritain, has beengraciouflypleafcd 
to write me a letter of congratulation, wherein he mentions 
that my trpops, and the troops of the Company, have been 

fuccefsful againft my fubjedt the Zemindar of Tanjore This 

letter was read by his MajeftyY Plenipotentiary, publicly, in 
my Durbar, in the prefence of all my people, and the Vacqueels 
of the neighbouring Powers; and the King of Delhi, and other 
Kings, and all the Fowereof Hindoftan, and the Europeans alfo, 
being convinced of my rights, wrote me letters of congratulation. 
By this change affairs, your juftiee will appear in an unfavour- 
able light, and my rights will be greatly infringed. I hope, 

through 
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through your friendfhip and afliftance, to increafe my honour and 
authority — you have always increafed them; I therefore truft, 
that you will fo a£t that my character and confequence may not 
be leflened in the eyes of other Powers ; and that you will do 
juftice to your old friend, who has fpent his youth in your friend- 
lhip, and Whofe chief defire of power is, to teftify his regard to 
you. He now waits in expe&ation of your juftice. 

You mention in your orders, thatyou are guarantees to the Treaty 
of 1762. That Treaty, fo guaranteed, was with Pretaub Sing only. 
Even Pretaub Sing, by his bad condu& (as appears by a letter of 
his in my pofleflion), as I have before mentioned, did not merit 
the prote&ion of the faid guarantee. You may befides confider, 
if (fuppofing Tuljagee guaranteed in 1762 as well as his father) 
he did not lofe all right to fuch guarantee by his bad con dud, 
fince he deftroyed the guarantee by drawing his fword. I too 
have been guaranteed in my rights, as lawful Nabob of the Car- 
natic, by the whole Englifh nation. This I owed to your favour. 
By guarantee, I have always underftood, a protection to a friend 
in his rights ; and not a protection to an enemy againft a friend. 

I cannot conclude this letter, without requefting that you will 
depend upon what 1 fay, for I open my heart to you in the great- 
eft fincerity. It has been my with and defire from the commence- 
ment of my government, that there fhould be no other power 
in the country except yours and mine ; in confequence of which, 
with great trouble and expence, I releafed the countries which 
Tuljagee had fold to the Dutch; and the difturbances of the Tan- 
jotc country, which lies in the heart of my dominion, are (through 
your favour) at an end. There was no other road, by which an 
enemy could enter the Carnatic, but the Tanjore country ; your 
now ,|e-inftating Tuljagee, is juft the fame as eftablifliing the 
French in this country ; bfccaufe, when they bring their forces 
here, and intend hoftilities, Tuljagee will provide them with 
bullocks, cooleys, provifions, &c. which will much add to their 
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Mrcngth. Your giving the revenues of the Tanjore country into, 
tike handsof Tifljagee, is juft fWnlfliing provifrohs, cooleys, &c. 
6> the French, Hyder, and the Marattas tn their difturbancesj 
ihould it remain in my hands, you wifi be able to drive any ene- 
. this country $ audit will fie jainy power to. confine 
getting provifiops, alleys, : &c, from apy part. . 

'a 'Y ou will, •Gentlemen, remember, that I now foretel what is to 
happen. Though by the protnifes of yourreprefeatatives, I was not 
to have a Company V garrifon in the fort of Tanjore, yet as! have 
been from die beginning your firm friend, and under obligations to 
yon, and as our.fncndfhip has been eftablifhed by the lofs of my 
father’s life, by the lofe of our fortune and effe&s, faved in a fe-. 
ries of years, and by fpending my youth in your alliance ; and' 
further, as it is my utmoft wifh that your favour and affift- 
ance fhould be in the fame manner continued to my pofterity, I 
have written to Lord Pigot of the I2d January laft, and 3d in- 
llant ; and in the letter, inclofed him an order to my reprefenta- 
tive at Tanjore to receive your garrifon into the fort, in the fame 
manner as at Tritchinopoly, and enclofe you copies thereof for 
your perufal. I have defired lord Pigot to be pleafed to write to 
you what he finds here to contradid the reports that prevailed in 
England, and to reprefent my firm friendfhip to you. His Lord- 
ibip has promifed that he will do this, and alfo recommend me 
to you. — As I am always your invariable friend, I humbly beg 
that you will be pleafed to fend orders to your reprefentatives, 
not to interfere in my management of the Tanjore country. This 
favour will eftablifh me in my right, and 1 fhall be eafed from 
my heavy burden of debts. I am, and ever will be thankful foe 
your favours. 

You write me that you have heard that the diftrefs of my cre- 
ditors is very great ; and that is faid to be owing to theif pro- 
perty being in my hands; and you mention this circumftance as 
the moft powerful argument to induce me to make fpeedy pro- 
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vifions for their payment ; that you entertain no doubt of my 
honour in this refpedt, or that I will immediately attend to . this 
fubjedt This I underftand. 

It is my firft duty to difcharge my debts to my creditors, who 
have lent their money depending upon my honour, and I am al- 
ways taking meafunes for that purpofe. Tuljagee, in the year 
1771, promifed to pay his arrears of tribute, aid gave a bond for 
the amount, which I affigned to my creditors ; but as he did not 
£ay me, I was under the neceffity of remaining in their debt. I 
am now obliged to you for your favour in reminding me of this 
affair, and by the bleffing of God, thefe debts fliall be foon cleared 
off. 

What can I fay more ?

STATE of FACTS 


RELATIVE TO 

ST A N J O R E. 


T HE orders Sent by the Court of Diredlors for reftoring 
Tanjore to the difplaced Zemindar of that province have 
drawn complaints from Mahommed Ali Chan, Nabob of Arcot, 
his feudal fuperior and lord. Thefe complaints are Bated in the 
preceding letter. The Nabob, as an ally of Great Britain, has 
demanded juftice from the Britifh nation, as well as from the Eaft 
India Company ; and the matter, it is hoped, will fall under diS- 
cuffion, and be brought to a fpeedy decifion. When men are to 
determine on affairs of importance, it is neceffary they fhould be 
well informed. The delign, therefore, of the following concife 
Bate of fa£ts, is to extricate the Subjedt from the intricacies in 
which it has been involved, by a multiplicity of contradi&ory dis- 
patches and partial representations. 

Mahommed Ali Chan, the prefent Sovereign of the Carnatic, 
derives his blood from a noble family, who made a confiderable 
figure in the Weftern Tartary, long before the Moguls invaded 
and Subdued India *. His immediate anceftor was an Omrah, in 


ManaTcri] t hiftory in the po fie HI on of the Nabob. 
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the court of Sultan Baber, the fixth in defcent from Timur-bec, 
commonly known in Europe by the name of Tamerlane. Baber, 
having obtained a decisive vi&ory over Sultan Ibraham Lodi, the 
Patan King of Delhi, mounted the throne, in the year 1 526, and 
thus became the founder of the Mogul dynafty in India. The 
anceftors of the Nabob of Arcot diftinguifhed themfelves in the 
fervice, and were honoured with the favour of the fucceeding 
princes of the Mogul line. 

Anwar, the grandfather of the Nabob, diftinguifhing himfelf 
by his erudition and piety, was ennobled by the Emperor Aureng- 
zebe ; and, under his fucceflor, became Duan of the province of 
Patna. In that ftation, he entered into the ftri&eft friendlhip with 
the Englilh, long before they had extended their views beyond 
commerce. The attachment of the father defeended to the fon, 
Anwar ul dien Chan ; who fucceflively held the governments of 
Cambay and Putlad, and the Subadary of Yalore and Raja- 
mundrum. 

Whilft the Mogul empire retained any vigour, a Governor- 
general, under the title of Nizam ul Mulijck, commanded all the 
provinces in the Decan. Upon the death of Cpja Abdullah, Nabob 
of Arcot or Carnatic, in the year 1 744, Anwar ul dien was raifed to 
the government by the Nizam. When M. de la Bourdonnais, in the 
year 1 746, marched again!! Madras, he could neither by promifes 
nor prefents detach Anwar ul dien from the Englilh caufe. In 
the December of the fame year, he fenthis fon, Mahoipmed Ali, 
now Nabob of the Carnatic, with a force to relieve Fort St. David, 
then threatened with a fiege by the French. This fervice was fo 
eflfe&ually performed, that the enemy fled with the lofs of many 
men and a great part of their baggage. The zeal of Anwar ul 
dien for the Englilh caufe could only terminate with his life ; for 
on the 23d of July 1749 he was flain in battle, bravely fighting 
for his allies and friends. 
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Though the French failed in their attempts on the fidelity of 
Anwar ul dien Chan, they renewed their promifes and threats to 
his Ton the prefent Nabob. The Englilh were then fhut up in 
their forts, and the enemy were in pofiefiion of the whole coun- 
try ; yet he nobly reje&ed the oiler made him by the French, of 
the fovereignty of all the provinces, declaring in exprefs terms, 
that “ he would rather part with his life, than defert his father’s 
“ friends.’* 

The attachment which he fhewed in the war, continued, with- 
out diminution, in the fucceeding peace. When the French re- 
newed hoftilities, Mahommed Ali exhibited again his zeal. He 
fupported the whole expence s of the lajl war on the coaft of 
Coromandel, againft the common enemy. His revenue paid, and 
the produce of his country fed, our armies. Without his aid, 
Madras mult have fallen ; and but for the money he * advanced 
for the expedition to Calcutta, Bengal would have been for ever 
loll. He voluntarily defrayed the expence of the fiege of Pon- 
dicherry ; and, in fhort, he exhibited, upon every occafion, an 
attachment to the Englilh nation, which no European power ever 
experienced from the princes of Hindoftan. 

When the war ended, w r ith the expulfion of the French from 
the coaft, he loaded the Eaft India Company with favours. He 
yielded to them a territory of the annual value of one hundred 
and fifty thoufand pounds ; he gave them the preference in the 
purchafe of the manufactures and merchandife of his country. 
Their friends were uniformly his friends; he made their enemies 
his own ; he communicated with them in all his councils ; he 
made them partners in his authority, his power, and his rcfources. 
His good offices were not confined to them as a public body. He 
fhowered wealth upon individuals with a lavifh hand. None a&ed 
in a confpicuous ftation without tailing largely of his bounty; and

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even fome o£ his prefent enemies have acquired the power of op- 
prefling him by means of his own generofity. 

The Nabob’s fidelity and zeal for the interefts of Great Britain 
neither efcaped the attention of the fovereign, nor the gratitude 
of the nation. When the laft peace was concluded with France, 
he was ftyled in the eleventh article of the Treaty of Paris, lawful 
Nabob of the Carnatic, and guaranteed in all his rights and ter- 
ritories. He was the only power in Hindoftan included in the 
Treaty ; and, by being confidered in the light of an ally, he 
trufts, he is intitled to the friendihip of the King, and the full pro- 
tection of the kingdom. To aflure him of the certainty of both, 
his Majefty was gracioufiy pleafed to fend an Envoy, with pleni- 
potentiary powers, to the Carnatic ; and, by thus recognizing his 
claims to all the rights of an ally, has in a manner pledged himfelf 
and the nation for the fecurity of his poffeflions and the fupport of 
his authority. 

This faithful friend and recognized ally of Great Britain, hav- 
ing fucceeded his father in the Subadary of Arcot, became the 
feudal lord of Tanjore. A fhort hiftory of that country, and 
the family of the depofed Raja, will explain this fubjedl with fome 
precifion. The diftri&s of Tanjore, Madura, and Trichinopoly, 
are faid to have been poffefled, for an uninterrupted feries of 
eighty generations, by a race of independent princes, called the 
Chaoul and Paunder Rajas f . This family becoming extinft, the 
government fell into the hands of the Roials, who poffefled it for 
fixteen generations. The Roials were princes of great power and 
extent of dominion. They poffefled the fovereignty of the Decan ; 
and it is recorded that they conferred the provinces of Tanjore, 
Madura, and Trichinopoly, together with the Zemindary of Se- 
ringapatnam, in the kingdom of Myfore, on fome of their mod 
faithful (laves |.

The power of the Roials fell with the fouthern provinces, 
when the Decan was conquered by the Patan Emperors of Delhi. 
The fovereignty of the Patan Governors of the Decan, furvived 
the empire from which they had derived their authority. But 
’ they were afterwards reduced by the princes of the Mogul race. 
The conqueft, however, was not effe&ually completed, till the 
reign of Aurungzebe. About the year 1 680, is fixed the origin 
of the race of ufurpers, whom fome through defign, and others 
from ignorance, call the kings of Tanjore. This high title was, 
for the firft time, conferred upon them, in the Treaty of 1762. 
Before that period, they flood in no other light than Zemindars, 
holding of the Carnatic, and removeable by the Governor of that 
country, when they failed in the performance of their feudal 
duties. 

Some years before the conqueft of the Decan, a party of Ma- 
ratto plunderers, under the command of one Eckogee, invaded the 
Carnatic, and fixed themfelves at Gingee. The Zemindars of 
Tanjore and Trichinopoly, who were both defeended fx*om the 
(laves of the Roials, having fubmitted to the Moguls, were left in 
the management of their own provinces ; and having quarrelled 
among themfelves, had taken the field. The Zemindai of Tan- 
jore, being hard prefled by him of Trichinopoly, folicitcd the aid 
of Eckogee. This perfidious Maratto plunderer, having repulfed 
the Zemindar of Trichinopoly, feized by treachery the govern- 
ment of Tanjore'*'; whilft the unfortunate Raja with difficulty 
faved his life, by flying to Seringapatnam. The grandfon o( the 
expelled Raja is dill living at that place. The prefent Raja’s 
family derive from Eckogee their claim to Tanjore ; which they 
obtained by perfidy, and governed, for near eighty years, by 
cruelty, oppreffion, and injuftice. 

The Emperor Aurungzebe, hearing of the ufurpation of Ecko- 
gee, difpatched Zulphukar Cawn, with a force, to recover Tanjore. 


* This happened about the year 1681. 
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Eckogee, driven to the laft extremity, implored the mercy of the 
EnSperor; which was granted, on his engaging to pay a yearly 
tribute of thirty lacks, and acknowledging entire fubmiflion 
to the Emperor, and, under him, to the Governor of the Car- 
natic f. 

Upon the death of Eckogee, the country was divided among his 
three fons, Shawgee :f, Shurfogee, and Tuckogee. The eldeft 
died without ifluc. Tuckogee, the immediate anceftor of the pre- 
fent Zemindar, rebelled againft his fecond brother; but both foon 
after dying, Baba Saheb, the fon of Tuckogee, obtained the go- 
vernment. I’aba Saheb did not long furvive his elevation ; and 
the management of Tanjore fell into the hands of Seid, who had 
been Ivilledar, or military Governor, in the time of the ufurper 
Eckogee. 

Seid being lefs ambitious than cruel, afpired not to the Rajafhip, 
but to the exclufive polleflion of the influence of government. 
He inverted the widow of Baba Saheb with the enfigns of autho- 
rity ; but flic was foon depofed, and thrown into prifon ; and her 
favourite Sidogee, with his two brothers, impaled alive before the 
three gates of Tanjore. Seid raifed a real or pretended natural 
fon of Shurfogee, and grand fon to the ufurper Eckogee, to the title 
of Zemindar; but this wretched figure foon fell a facrifice to the 
rage or convenience of his maker. 'I he natural fon of Tucko- 
gee, Pertaub or Pretaupa Sing, was then called to the government 
by Seid; and the fiift exertion of his authority was, the aflarti- 
nation of the perfon to whom he owed his elevation §.

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The ufurpation, character, and cruelty of Pertaub Sing being 
pniverfally execrated, the Nabob Ali Docft Chan font bis 
fon Sufder Ali from Trichinopoly, with a confidcrable f'rcc, to 
expel the ufurper from Tanjore. His fuccefs was equal to his 
expeditions. Tanjore was taken, and Pertaub thrown into 
prifon, with an allowance of a fmall fum, for his daily mainte- 
nance. In the troubles, which foon after followed in the Carnatic, 
Ali Dooft and his fon were flain ; and Pertaub regained poll'cUion 
of Tanjore. Encouraged by this fuccefs, he refufed obedience to 
the Subadary of the Carnatic. The late Nizam ul Muluck, Go- 
vernor-General of the Decan, enraged at the preemption of this 
vaflal of the empire, fent a detachment of his army, under Coja 
Abdulla Chan, whom he appointed Nabob of Arcot, to take Tan- 
jore. Pertaub dreading the juft punifhment of his difobedience 
and crimes, made the moft abjed fubmiftion, and obtained pardon, 
for an annual tribute of fifty lacks of rupees*. 

The repeated attempts of Pertaub Sing to detach him felf from 
the empire, his refilling to pay his tribute, and other ads of dif- 
obedience and rebellion, frequently drew upon him the refent- 
ment of Anwar ul Dien Chan, who, upon the death of Coja Ab- 
dulla, was made Nabob of the Carnatic by the Nizam, by virtue 
of the powers with which he was invefted, as Viceroy of the 
Decan j'. 

During the late war between Great Britain and France, on the 
coaft of Coromandel, when the prefent Nabob was fo much 
weakened, that he could not enforce the obedience of his vafia's 
and tributaries, Pertaub Sing withheld his feudal duties, as Ze- 
mindar of Tanjore; and abfolutely refufed to furnifti his quota, 
for the defence of the country.

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Notwithftanding this condiuft, fo hoftile to the Englifli, as well 
as to their faithful friend and ftrenuous ally, a treaty highly fa- 
vourable to Pertaub Sing, and ruinous to the juft rights of Ma- 
hommed Ali, was concluded, in the year 1762, when Mr. (now 
Lord) Pigot, was governor of Madras. The Raja’s tribute, by 
this treaty, was reduced to four lacks ; and the fum of twenty- 
two lacks was taken in place of all arrears; yet it is upon re- 
cord, that Mr. Pigot himfelf gave aifurances to aid the Nabob in 
recovering the former tribute. A debt of feven lacks of rupees, 
for which Pertaub had given his bond to the prefent Nabob’s 
father, was declared to be canceled. The rebel, 1 im Row, 
whom the Nabob, in concert with the Company, ha rI founu it ne- 
ceflary to difpoflefs of his country, wr not only reftored to liber- 
ty, but even to his Jagheer, to g atify Pertaub Sing. Gover- 
nor Pigot guaranteed this treaty, in the name of the Company ; 
and undertook that the English, to the utmoft of their power, 
fhould aflift the fulfilling party, againft the one failing to accom- 
plifli the terms. 

The Eaft famous for unaccountable treaties, can fcarce produce 
one equally extraordinary with that of 1762. A tributary Ze- 
mindarf, who, in the time of public danger, refufed to aid his 
fuperior and his allies, is placed by thofe veiy allies, on the fame 
footing with his lord, their old, tried, and faithful friend. This 
friend, with unexampled perfeverance, had gone hand in hand 
with the Englifli, in a great and national war. His life was often 
in danger, his troops, on various' occafions, cut to pieces, his 
country depopulated, his revenues exhaufted, in fighting our 


f Lord Pigot himfelf, after the conclufion of the lad peace, in a circular letter to the dif- 
ferent Killidars, Hamildars, and Polygars of the Carnatic, comprehends Pertaub Sing Raja, 
or rather Zemindar of Tanjore, among the fubjeQs of the Nabob, who were to obey impli- 
citly h.s Highnefs’s orders. The letter is curious; and is therefore printed, No. IT. 
of the Appendix. The fame fentiments are contained, in a very polite and humhie letter 
written by Mr. Pigot, bearing date, July ift, 1760, to the Nabob’* lady. This letter is alfo 
preferred, as a matter of curiofity, in No. II, of the Appendix* 
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battles. But, as his treafury was empty, he was no longer in a 
condition to pur chafe favours; a misfortune, which had not 
fallen on Pertaub Sing, as by not doing his duty, he had efcaped 
the calamities of war. 


Neither Pertaub Sing, nor his fticceffor and fon, Tuljagee, 
could entertain any feeling of gratitude, for the treaty of 1762. 
On the full occasion that offered itfclf, Pertaub exhibited marks 
of his rooted avcrfion to the Engiifh, as well as to the Nabob. 
He inf! gated Ilbuf Cawn to lebcl; he and his fon aided their re- 
bellion with their native frowns; and they permitted a body of 
Imcv ... ’ tv unit the fu vi<.r uf Tanjore, to fupport the caufe of 
llouf. Thcff circnniihmce. .. ere proved, upon the taking of Ma- 
dura , for the original letters of Pertaub Sing, and of his fon Tul- 
jagee fv.ll into the hand. of the Nabob, who laid them before the 
Governor and Council of Madras, in O&ober 1764 


Upon the death of Pertaub Sing, his fon Tupagee, without 
a firing the concurrence of his feudal fuperior, affirmed the go- 
vernment. r l he principles and profligacy of the father, without 
his art and prudence, defeended to the fm. Upon every oc- 
cauon, he manifeiled the moft inveterate enmity to the Englifh 
and the Nabob. When Ilyder-Ali invaded the Carnatic, Tulja- 
gee was repeatedly required to fend his troops to join our forces and 
thole of the Nabob. He paid no attention to thefe requifitions ; 
on the contrary, he treated Mr. Ardley, a member of the Coun- 
cil ti fent to demand a body of his cavalry, with indignity and 
contempt. He entered into a clofe conne&ion with Hyder-Ali. 
He gave him valuable prefents, and he furnifhed him with pro- 
vifions, which enabled him to carry the war to the gates of Ma-

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dras. All thefe are incontrovertible fads; for Tuljagee’s corre* 
fpondence with Hyder fell into the hands of the Englifli 

Hyder-Ali, in return for the aid given by Tuljagee, aflifted 
that Zemindar with his counfels. He advifed him to pay no tri- 
bute to the Nabob, no attention to the Englifli, and promifed to 
fupptrt him in his difobedience. 

The advice of Hyder was not loft on the Zemindar of Tanjore. 
In the month of February 1771, his ally Tuljagee marched againft 
the Zemindars of the Marawar country, who were the Na- 
bob's tributary vaflals *. Notwithftanding their remonftrances, 
and the threats of the Governor and Council of Madras, 
he committed the mod favage cruelties, the moft unprovoked de- 
predations, in thofe countries. He laid fiege to the capital ; 
and after having levied heavy contributions (extorting from the 
Zemindar of Ramnadaporam his moft valuable family jewels), 
he returned with the fpoil to Tanjore. He even boafted pu- 
blickly of injuftice, and defpifed the menaces of the Englifli, as 
well as of the Nabob. In vain did Governor Du Pre, in vain 
did Mahommed Ali, infift with him, to reiiore the plunder he had 
unjuftly feized f. He laughed at their remonftrances’; and, by 
way of anfwer, made preparations for war §. 

A condu£t fo infolent, unjuft, and lioftile, mu ft, in its very na- 
ture, have deftroyed all the obligations of the pretended guarantee 
in 176s. As the Rajah had broken the terms of the treaty on 
his fide, that treaty could not poffibly exift in its force againft the 
Englifli and their ally the Nabob. Befides, the treaty fubfifted 
between the- latter and Pertaub Sing only There is not an 
expreflion, a word in the whole, which extends to the defendants

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of either party-. It never entered into the mind of Pertaub him- 
felf, that the treaty could be confidered as perpetual. From the 
very nature of the feudal fyftem in India, from the exprefs tenure 
by which the Zemindar holds of the Carnatic, the treaty muft 
haveceafed with the life of Pertaub; as the election of his 
fon was eventual, and depended on the favour of the feudal fu- 
perior. 

But fhould it be granted, contrary to every idea of juftice, and 
in oppofition to truth itfelf, that the treaty extended to the fon 
of Pertaub; muft the Englifli and the Nabob be precluded from 
enforcing the performance of a treaty, by which they themfelves 
are bound? Or muft they be bound, and the Raja be left at 
liberty to break the articles ? Is the Nabob, in any one article of 
the guarantee of 1762, prohibited from removing this Zemindar, 
in cafe of his with-holding his tribute, or otherwife failing in the 
performance of the duties impofed upon vaflals, by the ufage of 
the empire, and even by the treaty itfelf ? Was not fuch the cu- 
flom of former Subadars of the Carnatic ? Shall Mahommed Ali 
forfeit any of his juft rights, for his friendlhip to the Company, 
for his alliance with Great Britain ? The thing is in itfelf im- 
poffible ; though held forth in the arguments of men who have 
an intereft in fupporting the fon of Pertaub Sing. 

The cruelty of Tuljagee to his neighbours, his hoftile inten- 
tions againft the Company, his withholding his tribute from his 
fuperior, his fecret intrigues with the avowed enemies of the Car- 
natic, at length roufed the minds of the Governor and Council of 
Madras, with a fenfe of danger. He was repeatedly advifed by 
them to abftain from injuftice toward the Englifh nation, and to 
be juft to the requifitions of the Nabob. His anfwers were fome- 
times haughty, and often evafive. The Governor and Council 
found, at length, that they muft transfer the conteft from remon- 
ftrances, to the decifion of arms. Inftead of lhewing any difpo- 
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fitted to give fatisfadioii to the Nabob, Tuljagee began to levy 
forces, and to prepare for war. He even threatened the Carnatic 
with invafion. Thefe alarming circumftances induced the Gover- 
nor and Council to recur to the pofitive orders of the Court of 
Diredors, relative to Tanjore. Thefe orders bear date the 17th 
of March 1769*. The Court, after dwelling on the unjuftifiable 
condud of the Raja, his duty to the Naljob, his obligations to the 
Company, mention the different treatment met with by Mahom- 
med Ali’s family, from former Zemindars. They conclude their, 
obfervations with the following pofitive orders : “We therefore 
enjoin you to give the Nabob fuch fupport in his pretenfions, on 
the Raja of Tanjore, as may be effectual; and if the Raja 
refufes to contribute a juft proportion to the expence of the war *, 
you are then to purfue fuch meafures, as the Nabob may think 
confident with the juftice and dignity of his government.” 

The Board was unanimous in opinion f, that a war with the 
Raja was become indifpenfibly neceflary. Orders were accord- 
ingly iflued to General Smith, in September 1771, to march with 
the army to Tanjore, to reduce the capital, and to put the Nabob 
in poffeffion of the country $. To the pofitive orders of the 
Company with regard to a war, upon the contingences already 
mentioned, the Governor and Council added the fandion, and' 
even requifition of his Majefty’s plenipotentiary in the Carnatic §. 
But notwithftanding the neceflity of the thing itfelf, fupported by 
fuch authorities, the Nabob, with his wonted humanity, endea- 
voured to prevent the war. In the month of September 1771,. 
he fent Seid Mucktum Ali, a peribn of the firft confequence in. 
his fervice, to the Raja, with offers of accommodation. Thefe .

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offers he reje&ed with unparalleled infolence ; and difmifled the 
ambaffador with marks of indignity, rarely praftifed in theEaftf. 

The troops moved from Trichinopoly on the 1 3th of Septem- 
• her 1771 ; but hoflilities were firft commenced by Tuljagee. A 
party of his cavalry attacked the rear of our army, and with their 
fabres cut to pieces the women and unarmed followers of the 
camp, in the mod barbarous and inhuman manner. A detail of 
military tranfa&ions is foreign to the purpofe of this ftate of fads. 
It is fufficient to fay, that, on the 24th of Odober 1771, when 
the Raja faw his forces routed in the field, the open country e:c- 
pofed to the mercy of the enemy, his forts ready to fall into their 
hands, he threw himfelf upon the mercy of the Nabob, and fub- 
mitted to conditions which he never meant to perform. The Na- 
bob, with more humanity than policy, accepted his fubmiflion, 
raifed the fiege of the capital, and evacuated the country *. 

The event of the war, one might fuppofe, fliould have fecured, 
at leaf! for fome time, the obedience of the Raja. But misfortune 
itfelf had no effed on the reftlcfs and treacherous fpirit of Tul- 
jagee. The rear of our army had fcarce ceafed to be feen from 
the walls of Tanjore, when the Raja began-to encourage the Ma 
rattos to invade the Carnatic. In compliance with his folicitations, 
twenty thoufand of their horfe appeared on the frontiers of the 
province under the command of Trimbuck Row, and threat- 
ened the whole country with fire and fword %, To gratify thefe 
marauders, the Nabob was obliged to pay down a confiderable 
fum of money, befides prefents of jewels, fire-arms, and ele- 
phants. The intercepted letters of Tuljagee to Poonah prove, 
that this invafion was undertaken by his advice, and at his miti- 
gation §.

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Though the Marattos retreated, contrary to the expectations of 
the Raja of Tanjore, he continued his intrigues at Poonah. In 
the beginning of the year 1773, ^ ent a perfon to that capital, 
to entertain a body of horfe, and to folicit the alliance of the 
State for a war againft the Carnatic. Mr. Moftyn, the Englifh 
Refident at the court of Poonah, was no ftranger to this negotia- 
tion f. He advifed the Governor and Council of Fort St. George, 
that the Carnatic was to be invaded by the combined forces of the 
Marattos and the Raja. The Nabob, as well as the Company’s 
fervants, being averfe to a frefh war, perhaps delayed too long the 
only effectual means to deprive the Zemindar of the power 
of injury. 

It is evident, from the whole tenor of Tuljagee’s conduct, from 
the day the fiege of Tanjore was raifed, that he meditated ano- 
ther war. He only waited for a fit opportunity of carrying fire 
and fword through the dominions of the Nabob, his lawful and 
acknowledged fuperior. Happily for the profperity of the Carna- 
tic, fortunately for the Englifh, the abilities of the Raja were not 
equal to his perfidy. His intrigues, however, were not confined 
to Afiatic powers. Though he had fent feveral embaflies to Hyder 
Ali, he turned chiefly his views to quarters ftill more alarming to 
the Nabob and the Company. He entered into the flriCleft con- 
nexions with the French, the Dutch, and the Danes, as appeared 
from the original Sunnuds, delivered up to the Nabob after the 
capture of Tanjore by the refpeCtive governors of thofe three 
nations. He had adually concluded a treaty with the French. 
Large fums of money, an exclufive privilege of trade, and va- 
luable territories, were to have been exchanged for a body of 
Europeans and a train of artillery *. To the Dutch he fold l'omc 
diftriCts, mortgaged others § ; and fet afide the Suba of Manu- 
goody, for the exprefs purpofe of paying a body of troops, with

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which they were to fupply him In his meditated war againft the 
Nabob. He mortgaged fome other diftri&s to the Danes ; and 
raifed money by thefe means from their fettlement at Tanquebar 
The Dutch actually began to aflcmble troops at Nigapatnam § ; and 
their alliance with the Raja of Tanjore was openly avowed 
by the Governor of Batavia, in a letter to the Nabob *. 

Since the reduction of the French power on the coaft of Coro- 
mandel, the period now mentioned was the moil pregnant with 
danger to the Englifli intereft in Hindoftan. Had the intrigues 
of the Raja fucceedcd, the Carnatic was to have been invaded by 
the Marattos, Hyder Ali, and the whole force of Tanjore. The 
French and Dutch had actually aflembled troops for the expedi- 
tion, the firft at Mauritius, the latter at Ceylon, with a view to 
poflefs themfelves of territories, whofe manufactures, in time of 
peace, would have done great hurt to the Company’s trade ; and 
whofe revenue and iituation would have amply fupplied them 
with refources in any future war. At a crifis fo alarming, the 
Nabob applied to the Governor and Council of Madras He 
rcprcfentcd the fatal conlequences of any further forbearance to his 
vafTal. He rcquefted the aid of the Company to difpdfefs the 
Raja of Tanjore : a mcafure which the laws of felf-prefervation, 
as well as the breach made upon the laws of India, had rendered 
indifpenfibly nccefiary f. 

Upon mature deliberation, it appeared to the Governor and 
Council, that the Raja of Tanjore had broken through every 
article of the treaty between him and the Nabob; that, inftead of 
paying his own juft tribute, and aiding his fuperior in defence of 
his dominions, he had formed the moft dangerous intrigues ta

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ftrip him of ; his provinces ; and that there was even great reafoa 
to apprehend, that he meant to put the French in poffeffion of 
his capital and country, rather than fubmit to the Englifh and 
their ally. Thefe and other reafons, fupported by pofitive proofs, 
produced an unanimous vote for undertaking aa immediate expe- 
dition againfl; Tanjore *. 

When men deliberate on affairs of moment, it is but juftipe to 
thcmfclves, as well as to their conftituents, to weigh fuch objec- 
tions, as may be railed againft the meafures which they mean to 
adopt. On this principle, the idea of the guarantee of 1763, Was 
introduced before the Council. This was not done to prevent 
the expedition ; but merely tofet forth, upon the face of their pro- 
ceedings, every poffiblc argument on the oppolite fide of the 
queftion. The fubjeCt was fully canvaffed and weighed. It may 
be affirmed with truth, that there was not a fingle perfon at the 
Board, fo biaued in his judgment, fo ignorant of the nature of 
the pretended guarantee, fo loll: to every idea of common juftice, 
as to fuppofe, that the treaty had not expired with the life of Per- 
taub Sing ; even if it had not been annihilated by the uniform 
treachery of his fon. The juftice of the meafure was placed on 
thefe and fuch other grounds; and the neceffity of it became ap- 
parent, when, upon the capture of Tanjore, a correfpondence with 
the French was difeovered ; which proved to conviction, that if 
the Engliffi and the Nabob had delayed the expedition much longer, 
a garrifon from Pondicherry would have taken poffeffion of 
Tanjore 

To the unanimity among the fervants of the Company, in fa- 
vour of the expedition, may be added the fan&ion of the Britifh 
nation, in the perfon of his Majefty’s reprefentative in the Car- 
natic. Sir Robert Harland was fo fenfible of the abfolute neceffity 
of the meafure, that he propofed to fl;rcngthcn the army of the

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Nabob and the Company, with the marines of his Majefty’s fqua- 
dron f. The offer with regard to the marines was reje&ed, only 
becaufe it was not neceffary to accept it. But two (hips of the 
fquadron were employed in tranfporting a detachment of troops 
from the northern Circars. His Majefty himfelf, in a letter pub- 
lickly read at the Durbar, had, in exprefs terms, congratulated the 
Nabob, upon the fuccefs of the firft expedition againft Tanjore. 
The words of the letter were remarkable ; and conveyed in the 
ftrongeft manner the approbation of the Britifh nation, in the 
perfon of their fovereign : for his Majefty was pleafed to fay : “ It 
gave us fatisfa&ion to hear, that the Governor and Council of 
Madras had fent the Company’s troops with yours to reduce your 
tributary the Raja or Tanjore to obedience ; in which 
we hope, with the bleffing of God, they will be fuccefsful.” 

In March 1772, the Court of Diredors were informed of the 
firft expedition againft Tanjore, of the reafons which led to that 
meafurc, and of the probability, that the entire expulfion of the Raja 
would, fome time or other, become abfolutely neceffary j;. The 
fecond expedition was not undertaken till the month of July 1773. 
Jn the interval, the prefidency at Madras had received feveral dis- 
patches from Europe. Not one word of difapprobation of the 
firft war, not even the appearance of a prohibition of future hofti- 
lities, was contained in any one of the letters from the Court of 
Directors. The prefidency were urged to the expedition, by the 
critical fituation of affairs on the coaft ; and they manifeftly had 
the fan&ion of the nation, and the approbation of the Company, 
to execute a meafure impofed upon them, by juftice, policy, and 
even neceflity. 

An hereditary enmity to the Britifh nation, and a fettled aver- 
fion to the Nabob of the Carnatic fccm to have guided the whole 
political conduft of Tuljagee. A {ketch of the character of that

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profligate young man will form no improper fequel to the pre- 
ceding detail of fads. This fliall be done with freedom, but 
with juftice and impartiality. 

The misfortunes of Tuljagee may be deduced from the firft aft 
of his government. No fooner had his father expired, than he 
removed from his prefence every perfon fufpeded of being at- 
tached to the Nabob of Arcot. Monagee, a name well known in 
the annals of India, had often faved Pertaub Sing, from the con- 
fcquences of his own rafli and profligate condud. This old 
warrior, grown grey in the fervice of the family, was difgraced 
and imprifoned to make room for one Gilbilliapah, a perfon, who 
from the lowcft and raoll defpicable office in a Durbar, was railed 
to the place of minifter, and to the command of the forces *. No 
evil confequence followed, that had not been dreaded before. 
Tyranny, cruelty, oppreffion, laid wafte the country without ; riot, 
debauchery, and every fpecies of extravagance and vice reigned 
within the Durbar. Deftitute of morality, but devoted to fuper- 
ftition, Tuljagee lavifhed away his treafure on Bramins and Fa- 
quiers ; and thus ruined himfelf with priefts, whilft he violated 
every principle of religion. All fuch as would not become the 
companions of his vices, were forced to fly the country. His time 
was divided between the pleafures of the haram and the bottle. 
To the latter he was fo immoderately addided, that he has been 
known to wallow for feveral days together, in a flate of the mod 
Deadly intoxication. To fupply his extravagance, money was ex- 
torted from the farmers at home, by unheard-of tortures; whilft 
the troops were employed abroad in exacting unjuft contributions, 
•from the neighbouring Zemindars. 

In fliort, there was no fpecies of public injuftice, none of pri- 
vate profligacy, which the Baja did not pradife himfelf, or en-

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courage in others. The effcCts of debauchery and diforders inci- 
dent to his courfe of pleafures, had enervated his mind, whilft 
they enfeebled his body. Having, at times, acquired fictitious 
courage from the fumes of wine, -lie talked of conquering the 
Carnatic, and driving the Engliih out of India. But when danger 
appeared, his fpirit fled, and he fhrunk into the inmoft recedes of 
the Haram. His pusillanimity during the fiege, gave the finifh- 
ing flroke to his reputation ; and deprived him of that pity, which 
is feldom denied to the unfortunate. 

Such was the Raja of Tanjore ! Not even his moft zealous friends 
can deny the likenefs of the portrait ; or affirm, with truth, that the 
colouring is overcharged. The picture would be ftill more like 
the original, had not his private vices been left in the fhade; but 
over thefe we fhall draw a veil, for the honour of human nature. 
Such is the man, for whom an old and faithful ally is to be dif- 
lionourcd in his reputation, difpoflefled of his dominions, dif- 
graced in the eyes of the Afiatics, rendered defpicable to thofe 
of Europeans. Such is the man, for whom our moftfolemn gua- 
rantee is violated, our national faith broken, our alliances contemn- 
ed, our trade endangered, and our pofleflions left open to 
enemies ! 

The events which fucceeded the taking of Tanjore, are already 
known to the public. The fort and country were folemnly in- 
verted in the Nabob ; as a forfeiture from a refraCtory and rebel- 
lious vaflal to his feudal lord. The Raja remained in cuftody ; 
but he was fcarce lefs at large, than when, by choice, he fecluded 
hitnfelf from the world, for the gratification of his fecret vices. 
The treatment he has received, has been in every rcfpeCt fuit- 
able to humanity, and confonant to the Nabob’s known gene- 
rofity*. He occupies his former palace; lu: receives a revenue 
fuitable to his former rank. His mother, his women, his rela-

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tions, his friends, and the Companions of hib fohtier, as well'. as 
prefen t vices, are flill around him as before; and maintained at 
the Nabob’s expence. The fame allowances to Faquiers, Bra- 
rr.ins, Pagodas, and all the inftitutions peculiar to the Gentoo- 
religion, are continued. The very prejudices, as well as principles^ 
of that fe£l are indulged, with the uttnoft tendernefs by the Na- 
bob. He has carried his attention to the opinions of the people 
fo far, that he has even forbid, throughout the dominion of Tan- 
jore, under the fevereft penalties, the killing of a cow, an animal 
facred among all the followers of Brammah. 

Upon the whole, it may be affirmed, with truth, that the 
capture of Tanjore, and the depoling the Raja, was an act of 
indifpenfiblejuftice, as well as neceflary policy f. The meafure, 
in fa£t, was founded npon the law and principle of felf-defcnce. 
Had it been longer delayed, the Carnatic, and confequcntly the 
Company’s trade and pofleffions on the coaft of Coromandel, 
would have been in imminent danger, from the inveteracy and in- 
trigues of the perfidious Tuljagee. It has already appeared, from 
the conftitution of the empire, and the nature of the feudal fyf- 
tem, that the Zemindar of Tanjore, as a vaflal of the Carnatic* 
held his country by certain tenures, and upon exprefs conditions* 
which he had repeatedly and avowedly violated. In confequence 
of fuch violation, the Subahdar of the Carnatic was authorifed, by 
law, and every principle of juftice, to difpoflefs Tuljagee; and to 
appoint to the management of the Zemindary, any perfon he 
judged proper*

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XJpon the ground of expedience, a thoufand arguments might 
be produced, again!!: the meafure of refloring Tanjorc to the Raja. 
That province is one of the mod fertile and opulent countries in the 
Dccan. When it remained in the hands of the Raja, the Dutch, as 
well as the French and Danes, were enabled to provide more con- 
fiderable inveftments in the feuthern countries, than the Englifh 
Company. But, fhould the French poflefs themfelvcs of the 
country (a circumflancc fcarce to be doubted, fliould it happen to 
he reftored to the Raja), they will derive from it great refources 
for war, and be enabled to interfett the Nabob’s dominions, and fo 
cut off the communication between the fouthern provinces and our 
principal force in the Carnatic. Tricbinopoly, Madura, Tinnevellv, 
the countries of the great and little Marawar, would, in fuch cafe, 
inevitably fall into their hands ; bolides, they would have it in 
their power to flarve Madras, by flopping th.e exportation of 
grain, from Trimili Walh, and other lea-ports of Tanjorc j'. 

On the other hand, fliould the country remain in the pofief- 
fion of the Nabob, the inveflments of the Company might be in- 
creafed ; the refources of Tanjorc, inftead of flrcrgthening 
the enemies of the Nabob, would provide the means of aiding his 
friends with fuccefs; our territory, and confcquently our com- 
merce, would extend from the Ganges to Cape Comorin ; the A a 
on the one fide, th.e weflern mountains on the other, would form 
a double barrier for our protcdlion; and the Nabob, by the addi- 
tion made to his revenue, would be able to entertain a body of 
horfe, to fecure the country, from the depredatory incurfions of 
the Marattoes. 

The orders given to Lord Plgot, for the reftoration of Tuljagcc, 
were in every light founded on falfe as well as unjuft principles. 
They take it for granted, that Tuljagee is the hereditary fovereign 
and proprieto^pf Tanjore. But it has been dcmonllratcd, that his

alfo appeared, that Pertaub Sing, was himfelf, in confcquence of 
his mifdemcanors, as a vaftal of the empire, depofed and confined 
by his feudal lord, the Nabob of the Carnatic. During his con- 
finement he received only half a crown a day, for his fubliftence; 
and few, who knew the character of the man, thought the allow- 
ance too finall. 

The orders are unjuft, becaufe the Nabob had an inherent right 
in himfelf, as Subahdar of the Carnatic, to difpoflefs his vaflal, 
the Zemindar of Tanjorc, when he failed in his obedience. But, 
if the Nabob’s right of difpoflefting is inherent in his office, 
what right has the Company to reftore his feudatory, without his. 
confent? Is not the territory his own? Have we any right or 
claim to his dominions? Should it even be allowed, that the 
Company may juftly encroach on the authority of Mahommcd 
Ali, have they a right to breakthrough every tie, diat binds ftates 
and corporate bodies ? Did not their Governor and Council, in 
the mod folemn manner, deliver over to the Nabob, the fort and 
country of Tanjore, on certain ftipulalions and conditions? Has 
the Nabob broke any part cf the treaty, to juftify a breach on the 
Company’s fide ? Has not the government of this kingdom, in 
the perfon of the King’s reprefentative, given its fandion to the 
conqueft ? And docs the Company pretend to abrogate the deed 
of the nation ? 

The orders are incompatible with every idea of juftice, on other 
grounds. An expedition is undertaken, and a conqueft com- 
pleted, with the aid and fandion of the Company and of the 
State. This expedition', and this conqueft, were carried on and 
finiflied, at the foie expence of the Nabob. That expence was 
enormous: Prize money to the army, donations to the principal 
fervants, a voluntary gift of 400,000 1. to the Qfcmpany, a fum 
nearly equal to redeem, from the Dutch and Danes, the diftrids, 
which Tuljagee had either mortgaged or fold to thofe nations; 

together 
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together with immenfe fums laid out on the fortifications of Tan* 
jore, by the exprefs advice of the prefidency, and under the in- 
fpc&ion of one of the Company’s Engineers £. 

Cut, if the Company chufe to be unjufl to the Nabob, is it con- 
fiflent with common prudence, to be unjufl to themfelves ? If the 
Nabob mufl be difpoflefied of Tanjore, has he not an undoubted 
claim in equity, if not in law, to have the fums he has expended 
on the conquefl, refunded ? Is it a trilling confideration to the 
proprietors, to lofe the free gift of 400,000 1 . ? Is it a matter of 
no confequence to be deprived of the pay of three battalions of 
Seapoys, from the year 1769, to the refloration of Tanjore, in 
terms of the treaty ? Did not the Nabob agree to maintain ten 
infiead of feven battalions; and did he not engage to raife a bo- 
dy of horfe, fo neceffary for the defence of our pofieflions? The 
Company have truly carried their generofity to Tuljagee, their 
avowed enemy, to a pitch beyond example. They not only break 
treaties, but cither forego or fquander treafures, to gratify a pro- 
fligate young man, who will ufe his good fortune, only as the 
means of purfuing with more eafe his own abominable vices. 

The orders are as contrary to true policy, as they are deflitute 
of common juflice. We deprive a power, whofe fidelity w’e have 
long tried, whofe attachment we have long experienced, of a rich 
country. Wc reflorc it to another, who has been uniformly trea- 
cherous and hoflile. The former is from habit, and inclination, 
our friend. The latter from early prejudices, as well as on ac- 
count of recent injuries, our enemy. The one has added the af- 
fcelion of his father, to his own regard, for the Englifh inter eft; 
the other has joined an hereditary averfion to his own particular 
refentment. But granting, that the Raja may wifh to be grateful 
to the Company, will not common prudence teach him to put no 
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truft in Britifli faith? Can a newly acquired ally place any confi- 
dence in our treaties, after we have broken all the public and 
private ties, which hound us to an old and faithful friend ? 

Men who wifh to cover injuftice with an excufe of expediency, 
have charged the Nabob with ambition, and a defign of emanci- 
pating himfelf from the controul of the Coihpany. The injuf- 
tice of the Company, on the prefent occafion, may hereafter 
fuggeft a wifh of that kind to his injured mind. But he may 
defy the moil inveterate of his enemies to produce a fingle inftance 
Of filch a wifh. But fhould he entertain any defign of that kind, 
how is it poffihle for him to execute it ? Are not his forts garri- 
foned with our troops ? His army commanded by our officers ? 
Is not his country open to our invafion ? His perfon always in our 
power? Is not he himfelf, are not his children, his family, his 
lervants, under the very guns of Fort St. George ? This filly ca- 
lumny of independence has been fabricated by fome of the Com- 
pany’s fervants, who were jealous of the Nabob’s correfpondence 
with government. But had he met with juftice from the Com- 
pany, he would not now ftand in need of the protection of the 
fovereign, and the juftice of the nation, for fecuiing his rights 
and eftablifhing his authority.

By God’s providence’, 
the whole Carnatic, from Nelloor to Trinevelly, is entirely fallen under 
the government of his Highneis, and the Company’s people are by no 
means to meddle in the affairs of the country, either now or hereafter. 
By theblefiingof God, the government of the whole Carnatic is entirely 
and firmly eftablilhed in his Highnefs the Nabob, Umdaht ul Mulk, 
Seraja Dowla, Bahawder, and in his pofterity. As long as the Englilh 
iettlements remain in the Decan, Bengal, and Hindoftan, the Company’s 
people are diligently to ufe their endeavours, in promoting and aflifting 
•he affairs of the Carnatic, in its obedience to his Highnefs, and in main- 
taining firm friendflnp and regard. They are friends to your Highnefs, 
and they have and will confider your and your fon’s friends as their 
friends, and your enemies as their enemies.

TranJlatLn of a Letter from Ifouf Cavan to Pertaub Sing , Raja of 

Tanjore. 

I have received your kind letter, accompanied by one from Purferam 
Pandat, by two Hirearrahs. You mention that the Travancore bufinefs, 
which I lately fettled, is of great confequence ; that the Nabob has trea- 
cheroufly begun to raife troubles, and that I fhould be prepared for him, 
and have every thing in readinefs; that the peace made between you, 
was nothing more than the name, and that the Nabob has deceit in his 
mind; that the mound and the water courfes arebioken, and that the 
revenues of the Tanjore country depend upon their being in good order; 
that you therefore began to repair the mound, but have been prevented 
by the Nabob; that you had written a letter on this fubjeft to the go- 
vernor; and that, if you received a favourable anfwer from him, and a 
ftridt order to the Nabob to allow your people to proceed, it would be 
well, if not, that you would fend your troops to proteft your people in 
repairing it ; that you would be prepared for the bufinefs either way, 
and that if fervice required it, I fhould aflift you.

The Polygar of Nettum country is run away, and my people went there 
and took pofleffion of it.

On the 26th Zehige, 
being Tuefday, they ftormed the fort, and fcaled the walls at the fame 
time; but, they were beat off, as the people in the fort fought very well, 
they left their ladders behind them, and retired to their batteries.

My reafon for marching into Ballagaut is, that the Englifh troops are re- 
tired from my country, and are marched fixorfeven ftages towards Tre- 
nomele j on which I came here to fettle thebufinefs of Ballagaut, to raife 
troops here, and to draw others from different countries. I intend to 
afiemble twenty-five thoufand men ; and to take every meafure for deftroy- 
ing the enemy ; and have fent parties to recruit at different places, and 
troops are coming from all quarters. Pundut Purdarum has promifed 
to join me, and fome of his troops under the command of Gopaul Row, 
and other Marratta chiefs, are now advanced as far as Roy Drug, and 
Harpanally.

When this bufinefs is once begun, it will be 
impoflible for him to protett his own country, then how can he moleft 
you ? You will in a fhort time fee the fituation of the enemy. To an-

I 
fend Seid Abdul Ruffoul, and Juggeewun Row to Namkul country, to 
raife troops. Oblige fuch as you have no occafion for in your country, to 
go there, and entertain with them. All other matters you’ll be informed 
of by Baboorow, your Vakeel.

Tj' VER fince the Carnatic has been an eftablilhed Government, the fort 
and country of Tanjore have been dependent upon it. The prefent 
Raja’s forefathers took the faid country and fort by treachery, from which 
time, they have always been fubjeft to the orders of the Subahdars of the 
Carnatic, and paid the lawful tribute, in fuch a manner as to leave not 
the fmalleft difference in bufinefs. They themfelves have been aftonilhed, 
that no body had taken their country from them. I wrote you in my for- 
mer letters, that Subder Aly Cawn, agreeable to the dire&ion of his fa- 
ther, took the country, and placed his people in garrifon in the Fort. 
When Ali Doaft Cawn was killed, as alfo Subder Ali Cawn, in the family 
difputes, and no fucceffor left in the family, at which time Shaick Lut- 
fullah Ktlladar, who w^s appointed by Subder Ali Cawn, having rebelled, 
the prefent Raja’s father took pofleflion of the Fort. When the Nabob 
Aufuph Jaw found it convenient to come to the Carnatic, he intended to 
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take the Fort of Tanjore *, but it coft him fix months to take the Fort of 
Tritchinopoly from Morafirow. One Abdiel Rahim Cawn, uncle of 
Aufuph Jaw, who had been his deputy in the Decan, and left at Avarun- 
gabaud, died.— After that, affairs of the Decan were fo conduced that he 
was obliged to go there himfelf ; therefore he had no time to take Tan- 
jore, but fettled the bufinefs for fifty lacks of rupees, and returned him- 
felf to the Decan. My father repeatedly defeated the Raja of Tanjore, 
and obliged him to pay the tribute. After my father, as Chundah knew 
that the Rajah was tributary, he carried Hedayet Mohadeen Cawn and 
the French to Tanjore, furrounded the place, and nearly took it. As I> 
confidcred him to be my neighbour and fubjeft, I thought proper to fup- 
port him, and to aflift him with my fighting people, provifions, and 
money, which you will underftand by my former letters ; befides which, 1 
laboured to perfuade the Englifh, who are my true allies, to fend their- 
affiftance alfo ; notwithftanding this, Raja gave a bond for feventy lacks 
of rupees to Hedayet Mohadeen Cawn, befides what he paid in money, 
jewels, elephants, &c. Since my father and Nazir Jung were killed, the 
troubles of the French, Myforeans, &c. came upon me and my country ; 
on which account I became indebted to the Company, and to individuals, 
for many crores ; and whatever fortune I had, I fpent to fubdue my ene- 
mies, and to defend my country. The Raja of Tanjore at that time did 
not even pay the tribute, &c. He and his country have been in tran- 
quillity ; yet he has not failed to bring frefh troubles into the Carnatic. 
As he is fubjedt to the Carnatic in that country, I fuffered, and was at 
great Ioffes. He, inftead of enjoying that tranquillity in his country 
without any expence, fhould have alfo lhared in the lofs * but never did. 
Even after the redudtion of Pondichery, he paid a very little money, 
and made an agreement to pay a fmall fum for the future, which as it 
was fmall, I was of opinion would be regularly paid ■, but though it is the 
third year, he did not pay the tribute of the two years paft •, on the con- 
trary, he raifed an army, and marched againft the Marwar and others, 
who are dependents upon the Tritchinopoly country, and my tributaries, 
took countries, money, jewels, and elephants from them, although Ge- 
neral Smith has been at Tritchinopoly with an army for fix months, 
which is only twelve Cofs from Tanjore, and I and the Governor and 
Council repeatedly endeavoured to perfuade the Vacqueels to pay the 
tribute, the expences of the army aflembled on that account, and to re-

turn the countries taken from the Marwar and others j but they would 
not confent to it ; on the contrary, they prepared for war, and took the 
field before we did. He has promifed to pay many lacks to the Mara- 
tors in the Bajagate, on condition of their alfifting him and ruining the 
Carnatic. He keeps up a correfpondence with' the French, requiring 
therr friendlhip and afiiftance. He alfo correfponds more frequently with 
the Subahdar of the Decan than formerly, and engages to join him to 
bring troubles into this country. For all thde reafons, it appears plain, 
that he always wilhed to raife difturbances in this country, becaufe he 
did not pay the funi lawfully due from him i and has cultivated friend- 
lhip with my enemies, and thofe of the Company, offering fums of money 
to theie other parties, to feparate them from our intereft ; fo that while 
we ufe every means in our power to keep troubles at a diftance from the 
Carnatic, he offers them money, inviting them to attack it, reprel'enting 
it as an eafy matter. We therefore determined in confultation, to take 
tribute from him, and in cafe he failed, to take the Fort and country of 
Tanjore, by the Providence of God, to keep troubles at a diftance from 
the Carnatic-, and I have fent Omdaht-ul-Omrah with an army to join 
General Smith. The hearty friendlhip which has fubfifted between me 
and the Company for thefe 28 years, from which time no expedition has 
been carried on in the Carnatic without trouble and loft to me ; now the 
Raja of Tanjore, whofe intentions arc bad, endeavours to perfuade the 
Marattas, and the other party, to raife troubles, by which my country 
fufiers. The wickednefs of the Raja is more than I can exprefs in 
writing ; he can by no means be a friend ; therefore I requeft of my beft 
friends, that if the Raja do not come to terms, the country and Fort of 
Tanjore may be taken now, which will be of ufe in preferving the tran- 
quillity of the Carnatic*, and it remain under my orders in the fame man- 
ner as Arrialore, Worriarpolain, Ongole, and Palnaud ; and the Raja, 
his effefts, with all his people, and warlike (lores to be at my cifpofal. I 
will agree through friendlhip to the Company, to pay ten lacks of Star 
Pagodas in times of peace f and hope this to be a firm agreement between 
me and the Governor and Council. Do me the favour to write me a 
plain and pofitive anfwer to this, that I may efteetn it as a favour.

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Tranjlation of a Letter from Governor Du Pre to the Nabob , dated 

the 1 5/ A Jemaud fanny 1185 Hegira , or 2$th September 17 -ji. 
Received the next Day at Nine in the Forenoon from Mr . St racy. 

I have had the honour of receiving your letter of ihe 8th Jemaudi- 
fanni, wherein you mentioned certain affairs relative to the kingdom of 
Tanjore, which have come to pafs heretofore ; afterwards you mentioned 
the bad behaviour of the prefent Raja in a concife manner. You wrote 
me propofals, in cafe the faid Raja do not fettle matters in a proper and 
honourable manner, that it will be neceflary to engage him with the 
Company’s troops * and if in confequence the Fort and country of Tan- 
jore be taken, you requeft that the whole country of Tanjore, and the 
Fort, which are now in the pofleffion of the Raja, alfo that the Raja, 
with all his people and effects, may be delivered to your difpofal ; on 
which account, you agree in times of peace to prefent to the Company 
ten lacks of Star pagodas in the way of friendfhip ; all which I clearly 
underftand. 

Give me leave to remind you, that from the time I took charge of the 
government to the prefent, I always reprefented to you in a proper man- 
ner, that I am a fervant to the Company, and their agent in thefe parts j 
and that I am under the neceflity of obeying the lawful orders of my 
matters the Court of Directors j and it has been, and is, my firm refolu- 
tion to obey their orders as pundtually as I can. The rules and orders of 
the Court of Diredkors to their reprefentatives here are invariably of the 
fame tenor ; and are, that we are at all times to fupport you in your go- 
vernment, to maintain peace in your and the Company’s pofiefiions in 
particular, to obey your orders refpedting the Raja of Tan ore, and to 
render you afllftance againft him, in the manner you may think proper. 
We have no orders from the Court of Diredkors to receive any money 
from you, but what they have dilburfeJ, and may difburfe in your 
fervice. Thus matters ftand. I have to this time followed their 
diredkions, and will continue to. do fo in future. As the Raja of 
Tanjore has not paid the tribute ftipulated in the Treaty of 1762; 
and from the tenor of his behaviour it appears, that he has bad 
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defigns, and we may be apprehenfive that the tranquillity of the Carnatic 
will be difturbed, you are pleafed to confider me,. as the Eaft-India 
Company, who are your true and fincere friends ; and have defired me to 
affift you in bringing affairs with the faid Raja to a conclufion. I have 
iundertaken this bufinefs in the beft manner I can,' and fent many guns, 
with a large quantity of warlike (lores to Tritchinopoly, and a well ap- 
pointed army, who are now aflembled under the command of General 
Smith •, and I leave to yourfelf the fettling of affairs with the faid Raja, 
in whatever manner you may think proper ; and have given full power to 
General Smith, concerning the fame, and to take the Fort and country of 
Tanjore. Whatever I may do in this bufinefs, will not be on the Com- 
pany’s account, but to maintain your government in peace, and to pro- 
mote your bufinefs, and in fome meafure, on account of my being gua- 
rantee to the Treaty 1762 *, and keeping this in mind, what maybe taken 
from the Raja of Tanjore, the fort, country, effefts, and warlike (lores, 
(hall be put under your management, in the fame manner, as Arrialore, 
Wbrriar Polam, Ongole, and Palnaud are. As to the Raja, his family, 
and people, your moderation and lenity are well known *, and I am per- 
fuaded you’ll treat them with civilities, in every refpeCt fuitable to their 
characters, which is the practice of all nations, and of yourfelf in parti- 
cular. Thefe people (hall be furrendered to you j but it is neceflary for 
me to reprefent to you, that by the rules of war, if a place be (formed, 
the captors will regard the plunder, which miy be taken, as their pro- 
perty, and in fuch cafe, 1 have no power over the plunder, nor have I a 
right to procure it. As to the prefent which you have propofcd to make 
• to the Company, you’ll be pleafed to aft as you may think proper ; but I 
cannot demand any thing more from you, than what the Company may 
have difburfed on your account, which you will readily pay. If, of your 
generofity and frieridlhip for the Company, you may think proper to make 
any prefent to them, and pay it into my hand, I. will receive it with 
great pleafure, and inform the Company thereof.

Tratt/lation of a Letter from the Nabob , to Governor Wynch, dated 
26th Rabbelowell 1187 Hegira , or 18 th June 1773. 

JN confequence of the bad conduct of the Raja of Tanjore, and of his 
failing to fulfil his promifes, and in hopes of eftablifhing peace and 
tranquillity in the Carnatic, the late Governor thought proper to difpatch 
my troops with the troops of the Company, to chaftil'e the Raja, and to 
reduce the Fort of Tanjore, that it might be governed after the fame man- 
ner as other tributary forts in the Carnatic ; for certain reafons which you 
have already dearly underltood, from what has palled i former cor- 
refpondence and converfation, the reduction of the Fort of Tanjore was 
delayed. When peace was made, he entered into frelh agreements, un- 
der his hand and feal, that he would be in friendfliip with the friends of -the 
Circar, and the enemies of the Circar Ihould be his enemies, and that he 
would on no account, nor by any means whatfoever, give alfillance to thole 
who interrupt the tranquillity of the Carnatic country. Contrary to all 
this, be has ufed his endeavours to create difturbances in the Carnatic, as 
you will fully underftand by a letter received from Poonah, and an intel- 
ligence paper which 1 have inclofed for your perufal. It is mentioned in 
the Raja’s agreement, that whenever his troops may be wanted, he will 
fend them under the command of a Sardar, without demanding any thing 
for their expences, and will not recal them until my permiffion lhall be 
had j and that he will not have any connexion with the Narwar and Na- 
cooty.j and that whatever countries and things he has taken from them, 
lhall be refiored again. Although the Circars and Company’s troops were 
lent to the countries of Marwar and Nalcooty, repeated letters were wrote 
hence to the Raja to fend afliftance, but he did not give afliftance with 
his troops. However, the Sardars of the Marwar and Nalcooty were 
either killed or taken prifoners. The Raja, contrary to his agreement, 
gave protection to the bad fervants of thofe Polygars, who otherwife had 
no power to give difturbance j and he aflifted them with men, money, and 
ammunition. He allb prevails upon other people to make difturbance in 
the Talkas, all which is well known to the officer commanding the Com- 
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pany’s. troops in thofc parts ; for which reafon, the troubles there are not 
entirely over, the expence of the troops now there, is more than the in- 
come of that country, and which troops are dill employed in the manage- 
ment of the new countries. If the Raja had not given afiidance in that 
manner, the bufinefs of thofc countries had been fettled long ago. It is 
entered in the .agreement of the Raja, to give back what he received 
from the deferred Polygars of Worriar Pollam, and Arialoie, and to de- 
liver the faid Polygars to the Circar, if in his cuftody, or in his country* 
Contrary to which agreement, he did not return what he received, but 
gave them places in Combaconum in the Tanjore country, where they re- 
main reeking opportunities of giving trouble ; he encouraged the Colle- 
ries of Tanjore to give trouble to the Tritchinopoly country* he prefled 
the cattle from the countries of Arialofe and Worriar Pollam, and when 
the Circar’s people find out thofe in the Tanjore country, he returns them 
in (hort numbers. Although he agreed to pay the money and grain of 
the Company through my means, he did not perform that engagement. 
He gives great trouble to the Pottah of Vellum, and prevents its profpe- 
rity. He gives fuch troubles to travellers, that they go from Tritchi- 
nopoly to Vellum under great apprehenflons, yet he is not fatisfied. He 
♦Signed fome Talkas of his countries to the Dutch and Danidi, under 
the pretence of borrowing money of them, which is not proper either for 
your advantage or mine. Great part of the money which he engaged to 
pay lad treaty, is dill unpaid, which gives me great trouble to pay the 
creditors, and to pay the 310,000 rupees, the remainder of the Enaum to 
the army. On my part, I have not failed endeavouring to preferve a good 
underdanding with the Raja, by fending him elephants, drefies, and 
even the rhinoceros which was prefented to me by the Governor of Ben- 
gal, and by {hewing every mark of attention to him * yet when the Raja 
of Tanjore takes fo many meafures to give difturbancc to the tranquillity 
of the Carnatic, it is alfo proper for you and me, who wifli the profpe- 
rity of this country, to take proper meafures to prderve k from troubles 
for the future. 

You wrote me about keeping 3 battalions of Sepoys, agreeable to the 
orders of' your m afters. . I wrote you my plain anfwer, that it was not in 
my power to undertake it. My friendfhip to the Company is fydi, that 
I never fail to ufe my utmoft endeavour to perform their defire, but I 
cannot help it, when it is not in my power * If by the prOvidence of God, 
2 and 
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add your afliftance, the country and Fort of Tanjdre be taken, and put’ 
into my pofleffion, I will give you my agreement in writing, to keep three 
battalions from the beginning of the expedition. My only defire is, that 
thofe and the other feven be called the Nabob’s battalions ; but if any ac- 
cident prevent the place and country from falling into my hands, I write 
you plainly, that as I fhall not then be able to keep thofe three battalions, 
this may not be interpreted into any agreement to maintain them after- 
wards. 

Although the taking the place will be attended with great expences to 
me, both for my troops, and thofe who give me afliftance, Batta of the 
Company’s troops, for ammunition and ftores, Enawm to the army, the 
payment of io lacks of pagodas to the Company, on certain conditions 
in time of peace, which I wrote to the late Governor, 28 th Jemaudefani, 
or 1 8th September 1771 ; yet I will chearfully pay it all to give fecu- 
riry to the Company’s pofle (lions, and peace and tranquillity to my 
country. 

You will obferve, that in confideration of the Company’s firm friend- 
ftiip, that I always wiih for every opportunity to promote their profpe- 
rity. When I gave my confent for 10 lacks of pagodas, the late Governor' 
wrote me in his letter of the 1 5th Jemaudefani, or 25th September 1771, 
that he agreed to the conditions I propofed to him, and that he never 
makes any conditions with, or claims upon me. I know the Company 
do not make fuch demands ; but out of friendlhip to them, and to fhew 
my gratitude for their afliftance, I myfelf agreed to make them a prefent 
of 10 lacks of pagodas for their advantage, which I will be at great 
pains to pay punctually in time of peace, as I know that fuch a fum of 
money will be very acceptable to them in thefe days. You are the defender 
of the tranquillity of this country, and my friend ; therefore I have wrote 
you fb fully. It is necefiary not to lofe the advantage of the prefent 
opportunity •, (hew me your friendlhip by fettling this matter in writing, 
in the fame manner as was done by your late prefident, and favour me, 
with a fpeed.y anfwer. If you delay taking this place, either the Ma- 
rattas, Hyder, or the French, will lay hold of it ; then it will not be in 
our power to retake it from them, and the Carnatic cannot be in peace, 
from the apprehenfions of troubles^, After I have received your anfwer 
to this letter, and fuch as the formfer Governor gave to me on the fame 
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fi ibjeft, ind before-the army marches,' ifcwilpbe proper for m to "fettl* 
Tome bufineft relative to the army* which wifi be attended with con- 
venience.

towards the Company,' on certain conditions therein expreffed, in cafe 
of fuch his reduction. 

It is always matter of great fatisfa&ion to me, whenever it is in my 
power, confident with the orders of myconftituems, and the good of the 
fervice, to comply with any application from your Highnefs. As the

tion of Tanjore, appears to me on the pfefent footing of affairs, clearly

nefs in the prefent propofed undertakings ahdfbr that purpbfe, on the 
part of your Highnefs’s firm and trueMendS the Company, fhall afford 
the hecefiftry afliftante for the accornpHfli merit - t fer detf.

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proceed with the lame, againft the Fort of Tanjore, to reduce it j and 
having done fo, to putyour Highnefs’s fon, Madayr-ul-Mulk Bahawder, 
or any other perfon your Highnefs may authorife for that purpofe, in 
pofleflion thereof, together with the military ftores and effe&s which may 
be found therein. In the courfe of the expedition alfo, whatever prifo- 
her$ -may be taken, flialfbe left at your Highness difpofal. r cannot too 
ftrongly, however, recommend and requeft of your Highnefs, that the 
utmoft lenity and clemency may be obferved towards them in general, 
and lhould this be the lot of Raja and his family, that not only the above 
treatment befliewn them, but that every other attention due to their qua- 
lity and character (as the cuftom of nations, and your Highnefs’s own ho- 
nour (hall require) be obferved toward them. I have told your Higbntfs, 
that General Smith has inflru&ions to deliver to your fon Madaur-ul- 
Mulk Bahawder, or any other perfon properly authorifed for the purpofe, 
the ftores and effefts which may be found in the Fort of Tanjore, on its 
reduction : I beg your Highnefs will underftand me, I mean only if 
taken by capitulation ; for if carried by ftorm, by the ufage of war, the 
.plunder therein becomes the right of the captors* over which plunder, 
(as my predeccffor informed your Higtyefs) 1 have no authority or cpn- 
troul whatever. 

I come now to reply to that part of your Highnefs’s letter, which re- 
fpe&s your intentions towards the Company j in cafe Tanjore is taketj, 
and certain conditions are . complied with, your Highnefs fays, that if 
through the blefting of the Almighty, and my afiiftance, the Fort and 
country of Tanjore are taken, and fall into your hands, you will write to 
me your confent for the keeping up of the three difputed battalions from 
the commencement of the expedition ; your only defire herein being this, 
that, as ; well, thole three as the other feven battalions may be known by 
your npoae. In the conferences which have palled between your High-

With regard to your Highnefs’s promifiary prefentof ten lacks of pa- 
godas to the Company, on the conditions mentioned in your letter of 
the 1 8th of September 1771, I beg leave to reply in the words of my 
predecefior, that I make no condition for, or claim of any thing. What- 
ever has been, or fhall be expended by the Company, on your High- 
ness account, wilj of courfe be paid for by your Highnefs *, and what- 
ever your Highnefs, out of your good will and friend Ihip, will be 
pleafed to offer me, as a prefent for the Company, I fhall willingly re- 
ceive, and advife them thereof.

BY the providence of God, and by the afliftance of my beft friends, 
the town and Fort of Tanjore have fallen into my hands. After return- 
ing you many thanks, for the very aftive part you have taken in this' 
tranfa&ion, and requeftiog the favour of you, to make my acknowledge-' 
ments to the Gentlemen of the Council for their friendly afliftance, ! bes*' 
le^ve tq lubmit the, following refleftions on the prefent ftate of the coun- 
try to your confideration. 
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* i ft, You thought It found policy to affift me with the Company's 
troops in the reduction of the Fort of Tanjore, for which I am much 
obliged to you. I am now to apply to my friends, that they will conti- 
nue the army on foot, till the whole of that country be brought under- 
lay fubjc&ion. What is the Fort without the country ? It is the annual 
revenues of that, which are to enable me to be an ufeful friend to the 
Engliflj Company. What was good policy in the one cafe, muft be good 
policy in the other; therefore I hope you will not refufe me my re- 
<|ueft. 

2d, You are well acquainted that the Dutch pretended they have' 
bought fome lands of the late Raja of that country. The fame authority 
which the providence of God and your affiftance have given me over 
the Fort of Tanjore, they have alfo given me over the whole country* 
The Raja was my tributary, therefore had no right to difpofe of fuch 
countries without my confent, nor could the purchafe be legal for the 
fame reafons. 

3d, I need not tell you that fuch an eftablilhment of country, as to 
enable the Dutch to maintain a (landing army on the coaft, muft be of 
very great prejudice to the intereft of the Englifh Company. It is clearly 
their intereft to have no European power on the coaft but themfelves; 
whereas thofe countries might in time raife the Dutch to be a rival 
power, very much to the detriment both of your intereft and mine. 

Therefore every reafon, both friendfhip for me and good policy for 
yourfelvcs, makes me apply to you, to order the army to march towards 
thefe countries which the Dutch have by deceitful means got poflelBon 
of, and obliging them to give them up to me who am their lawful 
mafter. 

. I do not want to take any advantage of the Dutch, but will cheerfully 
agree to let them enjoy fuch poffeffionsas they had in the days ofPer- 
taub Sing, the late Raja’s father, and that the fame cuftoms lhall be 
performed; and it is not either your intereft or mine that they (hall have 
more. 


I have 
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Ihtveno inclination to goto war with the Dutch, «j I know them to 
be your friends; but I IhaU be very ready to negotiate this bufinefs in a 
friendly and a peaceable manner'. But as I have reafon to fufpeft that 
their intenions are deceitful, and that they will make unjuft and exorbi- 
tant demands, if we do not embrace vigorous meafures; therefore I 
have defired that the army may march towards tbofe countries. The 
admiral fees them in a proper light. He is convinced that my intereft 
in this bufinefs, and the intereft of the Englifh nation and Company, 
are the fame ; therefore he has freely oifered every affiftancc in his 
power, fo foon as you (hall have determined with me. 

I am convinced it will only require vigorous refolutions to make them 
do me juftice ; and when his Majefty’s (hips, and the army, begin to ap- 
pear in my favour, they will do me juftice, and 1 (hall always be ready 
to fettle their bufinefs in an equitable manner, to your fatisfa&ion. 

With refped to the Fort of Tanjore, be fo good to fend your orders to 
Colonel Rofs, to repair that breach which he has made, and to deftroy 
works which he raifed againft the place as foon as polfible. 

Favour me with your anfwcr foon, as time is precious, and as fuch 
bufinefs will be much more cafily fettled now than afterwards ; we (hall 
then talk on other bufinefs. 

What can I fay more ?

May it pleafe your Highnefs, 

I have been honoured with the Receipt of your Highnefs’s letter of 
the 2 id indant, and beg leave to tender my fin cere congratulations on 
the reduction of the Fort of Tanjore. Agreeable to your Highnefs’s de- 
fire, General Smith (hall be ordered to proceed immediately, with the 
troops under his command, towards the lands belonging to the country 
of Tanjore, which the Dutch have of late pofiefied themfelves of ; and 
on the requifition of your Highnefs’s fecond fon, *Madaur-ul Mulk Be- 
hauder, to affid him in the recovery of them. I cannot however, at the 
fame time, too drongly recommend to your Highnefs, that before force 
be ufed, every confident endeavour for the obtainment of thefe lands 
amicably fhould firft be exerted ; and that, for this purpofe, (agreeable 
to what your Highnefs has repeatedly mentioned to me) the Dutch (hould 
be affured, on their peaceably and quickly giving up the lands to your 
Highnefs, the money they may have lent on, or paid for them, (hall be 
juftly repaid, and their antient privileges confirmed to them.

FTER the preceding (heets of the Appendix were printed, the fol- 
lowing papers came to the Editor’s hands. The letter from the 
Governor of Batavia is referred to, in page 31 of the State of Falls re- 
lative to ’Tanjore ; and is an irrefragable proof of the dangerous intrigues 
of the difplaced Zemindar. His own and his mother's letters to the Na- 
bob, exprefling their grateful fenfe of the humane treatment they have 
met with, from that prince, are alluded to, in page 35 of the State above- 
mentioned ; and they fufficiently refute the calumnies propagated by the 
Nabob’s enemies, to juflify their own interefted defigns. 

An account of the Nabob’s expence, in the redu&ion of Tanjore, and 
the feveral articles of his dilburfements and receipts before, at, and fince 
that period, are fully exprefled, in the paper which ftands the laft in 
the Appendix. The moft of the articles are derived from the beft au- 
thorities fuch as depend upon fuppofition, are defignedly made ex- 
tremely low. The Editor hoped to have been able to give a fair ftate 
of the Nabob’s expences, during the laft war with the French, on *he 
coaft of Coromandel ; but the difficulty of extracting the feveral articles, 
from the records of the Company, has, for the prefent, fruftrated his 
defign.

HOUGH your Highnefs has, from the beginn.ng, (hewed 
kindnefs to the Raja ; yet, without the lead forethought, he has 
given ear to the advice of fome fervants, and has failed to ad conform- 
ably to your Highnefs’s pleafure, and lo has become guilty of a great 
fault } hence his affairs were thrown into confufion, and he now labours 
under the bad confequences. At length your Highnefs (hewed favour to 
us, by fending a letter to Madaur ul Mulck Bahaudre, who explained the 
whole contents to us, word by word, wherein you were pleafed to fignify 
your kindnefs and regard in granting protedion to us. 1 want words to 
eicprefs the fenfe of my gratitude. Be pleafed to continue to us that friend- 
Ihip you was fo good to (hew us formerly. We (hall reiy henceforth on 
your Highnefs for fupport.

YOUR Highnefs has, from the beginning fhewed kindnefs towards me, 
and on my parr, as a means to encreafe your favour, I was heartily dif- 
pofed to aft agreeably to your pleafure, but fome of my fcrvants, by many 
Ipecious reafons to which I gave ear, prevailed upon me to aft in a diffe- 
rent manner, and fo became guilty of a great fault, the confequences of 
which I now feel. Your Highnefs, in confideration of the friendfhip which 
fubfifted between you and the deceafed Maha Raja, has been pleafed to 
pardon my fault, and to fend a letter to Nabob Madaur ul Mulk Bahau* 
der, the contents of which he explained to me word by word, in which 
letter you have been pleafed to fignify very particularly your intention to 
proteft me at all events, which did me great honour. It is now my resolu- 
tion to aft in every refpeft conformably to your Highnefs’s pleafure, that I 
may merit an encreafe of favour from you day by day ; your Highnefs is 
more dear to me in my efteem than the deceafed Maha Raja was, for your 
Highnefs has manifefted a greater degree of kindnefs for me than he ever 
did. When children are in fault, their parents (hould forgive them, and 
reftore them to favour; my honour, and every thing that is dear to me 
are in your Highnefs’s hands.

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It appears from the preceding account, that the balance due to the 
Nabob, for dilburfements on account of Tanjore, amounts to Sterling 
3,363,906 1. 8 s. But, if the intereft on both Tides of the account is 
excluded, it reduces the fum to Sterling 2,24.3,0001. 

We mull; however obferve, that there is no exaggeration in the ac- 
count of intereft ; that the Nabob has really been obliged to pay even 
more than 30 per cent, and that accumulation of heavy intereft is the 
true caufe why the Nabob has not long fince paid off his debt to the 
Company and to individuals f. 

+ The Company alone is irjured by theoppreffion under which the Nabob labours, on ac- 
count of exorbitant interelt : For individuals have pronted in the fame proportion as the Na- 
bob fuffers. It is incumbent upon the Company, to proteft the Nabob’s right in point of 
policy as well as juftice; for, if the Nabob is not fecured in the poflhftbn of the country of 
Tanjore, he will certainly recover 2,243,0001. Sterling from the Company; being t lie icm t 
exclufive of intereft, which he has dilburfed for Tanjore, under the fandbon of their Gour. 
nor and Council.
